Capt. Webster of the Lake Cham- 
plain, when reporting to the local of- 
ficials, was asked if he had seen the 
Mount Royal, and said that off Sable 
Island he passed a2 four-masted steam- 
er, about fifteen miles away on the 
same course as he was steaming, but 
moving slowly.

Coin and Bullion. . 


The trade returns for November 
last indicate an increase in ¢xyporis 
of coin and bullion of nearly ane 
million dollars. The significance of 
this will be understood when the 
Beneral trend of exports and imporzs 
of coin and bullion is obserred. 

These exports and imports 21 
made to adjust balances on ex. 
change. and a bankers explanation 
would eimpty be > that imports or 
exports would be made according to 
the favorable or unfavorable sate of 
exchange as affeeting Canada jor 
movements in cither 4irecticn. 

But a further icquiry is netcasary. 
What vis it that affects the rate of 
eachange? kere are evidently two 
things which would affect the Cana. 
dian rate of exchange favorabiy’ to 
imports of coin and bullion. First, 
would be a balance ‘of exports over 
imports, and second, the flotation of 
a funded debt io Europe rejeasing a 
large amount of capitai for servico 
in Canada. s 

Cansda has neither of these feat. 
ures apparent at present. Nominaily, 
our imports are paid for by the funi 
ing of debts in Europe, The Eura;. 
ean investor pays our debts, and we 
owe him, and gay him the interest. 
Recentiy ~the funding of debts his 
Mot deen so essy, through financjal 
conditions existing in Europe, 2nd a 
number of Canadian icstitutions, in_ 
cluding the Dominion Government, 
have been financing on abort term 
notes. There voligations, as e¥ory

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FRENCH SPY ON TRIAL 


Baron Von Veltheim Appears in 
London Court. 





} 





Charged With Blackmailing South 
African Millionaire— Prisoner De- 
_clares Revenge Is Motive For 
Prosecution—Was Tried For Mut- 
der of Complainant's Brother Ten { 
Years Ago—Wes Secret Agent. 


- London, Jan. 6.—Not since the time 
of Whittaker Wright have Londoners ; 
of all classes flocked to the Guildhall ! 
in auch numbers as in the early stages 
of the trial of Franz Von Veltheim, 
who styles himself Baron Carl Lud- 

Von Veltheim — possibly. the 
world’s most widely known interna- 
tional adventurer. The man is now 
charged with attempting to extort, on 
threat of muner, $3,000 from Solomon 
B. Joel, the London and South Af- 
rican mine owner and financier. 

The defendant is believed by some 
to be Frank Kurtze, the murderer of 
Woolf Joel, brother of the prosecutor 
in the present case. That crime was 


* committed in Johannesburg ten years 


ago, and Veltheim’s lawyers care us- 
this fact on which to base the 
defence that the present prosecution 
is instituted out of revenge by the 
murdered man’s brother. 
A French Secret. Agent. 
When his case was called Veltheim 
candidly admited that he was a se 
eret agent of the Frengg Government, 
and boldly ennounces his address as 
the Quai Dorsay (the French Foreign 
Office), Paris, which fact, by the way, 
may account for the zeal of the Ger- 
man detectives in attempting to ob- 
tain his extradition from the French 
Government on the charge of obtain- 
ing $10,000 froma German woman. 
Veltheim told of questioning the de- 
tective who brought him from = 
formed the basis of his arrest, the 
chief of which was that involving the 
alleged Joel blackmail threat. 
“When ‘the warrant me 
with an attempt to blackmail Joel was 
read,” said the prisoner, in an uncon- 
cerned manner, “I said: ‘Fancy an 
innocent letter like that being con- 
strued into a threat to kill mur- 
der!’ I have had the opinion of Sir 
Barclay on that letter. He 
said to me that no one could see any 
harm in the letter if he considered it 
with candor and honesty. 
(“Three months el between the 
time I wrote that letter and the first 
step taken by anybody to secure my 
arrest. They are trying to make out 
that that letter is a continuation of 
some crary letter written ten years 
ago.”” 
Once Tried For Murder. 
The detective who b ht the pris- 
oner from Paris testified that Von 
¥Yeltheim had said to him when they 
were coming to London: 
“These letters were put in evidence 
fe eet me in my trial for the murder 
Joel’s* brother in Pretoria, and I 
am advised that an absolutely illegal 
use of them is being made a second 
time in the effort to procure evidence 
against me.” . 
It was then brought out that In- 
spector Pentin, the detective referred, 
to, not taken down Von Velt- 
heim’s remarks until an hour alter 
the warrant had been read to him. 
Crossexamined by Yon Veltheim’s 
counsel, Pentin was asked: “Did Von 
Veltheim, on being arrested in Paris. 
tell you to go back to Joel and tell 
him not to make an ass of himself? 
Did he tell you to advise Jocl to 
read that letter a second time?” 
“No,” answered the detective. ‘Von 
Veltheim simply said that Joc] was a 
fool to take any notice of the letter.”

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Kansas City, Jan. 6.—The explosion 
of a bomb at noon Friday in the base 
mept of the magnificent three-story 
marble building at the northeast cor- 
ner of Tenth and Baltimore, occupied 
by the First National Bank and oth« 
er offices, caused considerable damage. 

Three persons were injured: Elbert 
Ward, ‘negro porter in the bank, con- 
dition serious; Logan Wilson, bank 
clerk, rendered unconscious, will? re- 
cover; J. Donaldson, bank clerk, cut 
by falling glass. 

John F. Pelletier, superintendent 
of the fire insurance patrol, who was 
in the banking rooms at the time of 
the explosion, and E. F. Swinney, 
president of the bank, are authority 
for the statement that the explosion 
was the result of a bomb set off by 
some persons unknown to them. Nei- 
ther were able to give any cause for 
the commission of the act. The bank 
was crowded with customers at the 
time, these, together with the em- 
Rloyes, numbering about 250 persons. 
A panic ensued and there was a. wild 
scramble for the doors. 

T..s First National Bank building 
was onc of the most beautiful struc- 
tures in the city. It was las’ 
year, and cost close to $1,000,000. 
The main floor was occupied by tne 
bank, which is the largest financial 
institution in Kansas i fe The two 
upper storeys are occupied principally 
by real estate and law firms. ‘ 

Investigation developed the fact 
that 2 bomb had been placed in 
a toiletroom in the northwest corner 
of the basement, 20 feet from the 
main vault. The toilet-room was 18 
by 20 feet square, and was separated 
from the adjoining room by a Sinch 
plaster partition. This partition was 
supported by a steel post. 
The bomb strick this post with 
such force 24 to bend the t a foot 
out of perpendicular, wreck the par- 
tition and send a cloud of dust up the 
wide stair way leading to the bank- 
ing rooms.

Put it in a 
franite pan with sides not léss than 
one Inch In helg Place ih a steamer 
over boiling watl& and steam from one 
to four hours, according to size and 
age. <A three pound fowl that must 
hare been several years old was ready 
to remore from the steamer in about 
on hour and 2 half. The fork should 
find ttle difficulty In’penetrating. Re- 
move to roasting pan, rub with butter, 
and if a very lean fowl fasten little, 
pleces of fat salt pork over:the parts 
which would dry and harden most easi- 
ly. Salt and dredge lightly with four. 
Baste frequently. If you.nre as care 
ful in the cooking as {if the occupant 
of -the pan were a Thanksgiving 
turkey, you will be well repaid for 
your trouble. You will hare in addi- 
tion the basis of a fine soup in the 
juices that are Ieft in the pan in 
which the fowl was steamed.”

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AUSTRALIA'S LABOR LEADER. 

Mr. Andrew Fisher Has Played Great 
«/ . Part In. Federation. 

Mr. Andrew’ Fisher; who has been 
elected ‘the official “leader of ‘the La- 
bor y in Australia, in succession 
post daring’ the temoreyy aeons 
post during the porary absences 
of his former ular chief. ‘Mr.:Wat- 
son was chiefly noted for his tact and 
common sense, and in’ these respects 
Mr. Fisher is sure to follow worthily.

“The late leader, who was Prime 
Minister;:of the Common’ ith sin 
1904, is now only forty years did. His 
successor is five years® his senior, 
having been born in 1862 in Ayrshire, 
Scotland. He migrated to Queens- 
land in’ 188, and worked in the Bur- 
rum and Gympie goldfields until 1893. 
In that year, hawas elected senior 
member for Gy: 
land Parliament, 


At that time the Labor mem. 
ba numbered only 17 in a total of 


Three years later Mr. Fisher was 
defeated at thd general election: but 
was again clected in 1899. In that 
year he became a member of the first 
Labor Ministry to hold power in Aus- 
tralia, or indeed anywhere. Mr. Fish- 
er’s portfolios were those of Minister 
of Railways and of Public Works. 
That Ministry, under the leadershi 
of Mr. Dawson, was the briefest, las 
ing indeed only until Parliament met. 

In 1901 Mr, Fisher was el for 
Wide Bay by a huge majority, and 
took his seat in the first Federal Par- 
liament of the Commonwealth of Aus- 
tralia, Mr, Fisher was always an 
Pr sie advocate of federation, so that 
it Was but natural he should forsake 
the state for the Federal Parliament. 

In 1904 Mr. Watson formed the first 
Labor Ministry of Federated Austra- 
lia. The difficult post of Minister of 
Trade and Customs was given to Mr. 
Fisher. This position then, as now, 
required the greatest tact, although 
tie days during which Mr. Kingston 
had administered the law with iron 
hand had been to some- extent for- 
gotteg under the milder rule of Sir 
William Lyne. Still, Mr. Fisher had 
plenty of opportunity.during his brief 
tenure of this office to exercise his 
conciliatory ability. The curious thing 
was that he himself was a moderate 
Free Trader, while all his predeces- 
sors in office had been thorough-going 
Protectionists. It is very significant 
that he should be leading the Labor 
party at this moment, when the fate 
of the new temporary tariff hangs in 
the balance. 

Mr. Fisher has played a great part 
in the federation of Labor throughout 
Australia. In Parliament he always 
commands an attentive hearing and 
enjoys the respect and esteem of all 
parties. He speaks slowly and with 
some hesitation even in ordinary con- 
versation, but what he says is alway: 
worth listening to. Mr. Fisher v 

et Great Britain in 1902.

At daybreak the shipwrecked sailors 
were discovered by coastguards, who 
took them. to Col. Lampton’s house, 
where they were given dry clothing 
and shelter. 3 
+ The mystery of the rope is explain- 








ed by the fact that a year ago the. 


steam trawler Shamrock was wrecked 
at this. particular spot, and the crew 
were hauled up the cliffs by coast- 
guards. By a lucky chance the rope 
was not removed, and again proved of 
service to shipwrecked sailors. 

The Netherholme was badly damag- 
ed. When the vessel struck the cap- 
tain was unaware of the new light- 
ship off Linney Head, and mistook 
it for Lundy, although the latter is 
many miles to the southward.

in consequence of the heat, but still 
they .are not free to flow like an ordl- 
nary liquid, because of the compression 
to which they are subjected. 

The phenomena of earthquakes bare 
given wonderful information aboot the 
internal state of the globe. VAI! ob- 
servations show, that the ks of 
earthquakes aré confined to a thin up- 
per shell. They originate at a depth 
of only,2 few miles at the most. But 
the vibrations which they set going 
are felt all through the earth, often ex- 
tending to the antipodes. The great 
core, held right by the pressure, Is ex- 
tremely clastic, and it responds-to a 
shock like a ball of stcel or of glass 
The density of the earth in to 
ward the center. It is only In the up- 
per part of the crust that local more 
ments can take place. causing shocks 
and changes of level at the surface. 
Decper down everything fs gripped and 
Immovable, except. as already re, 
marked, that the molecules of the rocks 
and metals there are subject to vibra- 
tion like thosq of a bell against which 
a blow Is struck. : 

Bat this Is not all, Wohbenere? a local 
release fron the pressure Is brouzht 
about by changes near the surface the 
potentially liquid but effectually solid 
core at that polnt may suddenly be- 
come fluld and gush forth through a 
volcanic throat or other vent. Rut 
fuc effects cannot extend to any great 
depuh. Nothing comes to us from the 
vast interior mass. That’ remains o 
perpetual mystery, far beyond the 
searching hand of science. Indirectly. 
bowerer, we may Iearn much about It. 
Astronomical considerations throw. a 
at deal of light upon the subject. 
We sce that through the planetary sys- 
tem rotating globes tre finttened at the 
poles.. The same thing Is true of the 
earth. Its equator bulges; its, polar 
regions are drawn Inwanl, Mechan- 
fecal Jaws assure us that the ca’ fs 
to be found fn the fact that the earth 
and the other planets hare assumed 
shape under the influence of the cen- 
trifugal force of their rotation. That 
force is necessarily greatest. at the 
equator. Begloning as completed mol- 
ten bodies, they hare commenced to so- 
lidify at the surface after having-as- 
sured an ellifordal form due to thelr 
rotation, 

Another very siguificant fact Is that 
the shape of- the earth corresponds with 
that» which a globe rotating with its 
rel hare If composed of 
majerials arranged to their density— 
1 Is to say, growling denser towhrd 
{te center. ‘The heaviest | materials 
must Le deep down In the globe; the 
Usher materials bare remaloed at the 
surface, This ngalp corresponds with 
the facts of observation. We know 
the total “welght™ and the average 
density of the earth. It “welzhs™ six 
sextillions of tons, and its average 
deasity Is fire nnd a half tinies that of 
water. But the substances composing 
the crust of the earth bare an arerage 
density of twice that of water. It 
{views that the heaviest things In the 
wart. on the average, exist deep with- 
In its exterior. For all. that we can 
tell, its Inner core may be wholly me 
taille. . At the center there Ix probably 
an cnornious aggregation of dense me- 
tallic substances. $ 

An indication that the Inner parts o 
the enrth consist largely if not mainly 
or Iron is to be found in the maz- 
fetism of the globe, The earth fx a 
kreat permanent magnet. If we could 
learn the facts it might tarn out that 
Irou fs the inmost abundant’ substance 
in the solar syxtem. and Perbaps, in 
the whole unlveme. The majority of 
the weteurites thar “-'t upon the earth 
consist of solid Inu. Blow the earth 
to Pleces nnd Ip the resulting clond 
of (mgments the rocks that we are 
familiar with would be almost imper- 
crptlble. -There would be a rain of 
Jron and other inetnts descending upon 
the moon and upon any ether attract- 
inst body in the vicinity. 5 

This view of the Intelor of the 
globe disposes of the notion, so pictur- 
esqucly developed in onu of Juics 
Verne’a romnuces, of the existence of 
vaxt cavernous openings in the inte- 
lor of the earth. Such vold spaces, 
though on no large scale. may exist 
in the upper part of the ernst. but not 
nt wt xreat depth. The earth Is cf- 
fectively mare solid than’a cannou 
bail, find the niorable rocks compos, 
Ing Its.cruxt are Ike 2 film of rust on 
the hard netal.—Professor Garrett: P.

“The sailors put us down below, 
where it was dark, and fastened all 
the doors, so we were more frightened 
than ever. Somehow we couldn't get 
our food very well for a long time, 
= when they would come in with the 

Bee wooden tmys and the' people would 
fight for bread and meat, though 
they thought they were going to be 

rowned, 

“On Christmas Eve though, when 
it was at the worst, our priest, a very 
old man—Father Echegrzu his name 
was—made them all stop and pray 
all together, and after that every day 
and every night we prayed and sang 
together. Once they wanted to recite 
‘the litany for the dying, but he would 
not let that, 

“The ‘sailors told us we were sale, 
but the fear was on them, too, 
when we would begin to chant our 
songs they would rum away fast.” 

A scarcity of food in the steerage 
is explained by the ravenous appetites 
of the passengers themselves, who 
seemed to fear that they were to be 
starved as a preliminary to being 
drowned.

In Canada over twenty-five mij. 
lion postcards were circulated in tho 
past year and each year the sales 
have peen doubled, and promise to 
more than double this year.

land and .Canada would not per. 
mit of their usc in thess countrics, 
Sia seare ago they were first in. 
troduced in Canada. About 40 jer 
cent. of the’ cards sold in Canada 
are imported goods, which catl for 
a duty of'25 to 30 per cent. Owing 
to this great importation the em. 
ployment in Canada in this conne= 
tion is, in the sale alone, nearly ss. 
ven hundred and fifty persons beins 
emplosed in all. Canada is behind 
Germany and England as-far ay sue

For the genesis of the 
house you must go bac 
1775, when a Mr. Irving, a clerk te 
Messrs. Fuller, suggested that a room 
should be hired where clerks from’ 
various banks could meet for the pur- 
pose of exchange. The ground floor 
of No. 7 Lombard street was chosen 
for the purpose, but with an increase 
of business the cleoring house was 
removed in the year 18H to No. 3. 
Lombard street. The joint stock banks# 
were not admitted until the year 1854, 
but even now all the metropolitan 
institutions are not represented at 
the clearing house,. and owing to the 
consolidation of the banking system 
of recent years the number of clear- 
ing banks represented is.not more 
than cighteen. The bankers’ bank 
is the Bank of England. Until a few 
years ago four ‘private banks owned 
the clearing house. Since then acom- 
pent has been formed, an eqv:gl num- 

r of shares: being held by thd banks 
concerned. 

The tremendous increase in the 
clearing house, transactions is exem- 
plified by the following figures:

Ottawa, Jan. 11.—The reluctance of 
Hon. L. P. Brodeur to acquaint the 
House with the details of his person- 
al expenses for the past 18 months, 
the total being $3,913, gave the Oppo- 
sition again an opportunity to assail 
the methods of the Department: On 
the House going into supply yeater- 
day afternoon as to the expense of 
Commander Spain, Mr. Brodeur said 
the commander wa§ allowed $6 a day 
for living expense}, and he was not 
in possession of ‘railway passes, as 
was stated by an Opposition member. 

Mr. Foster found, in the accounts 
amounts totaling $3,913 for the Minis- 
ter and his secretary for traveling ex- 
‘penses during 13 months. What for? 

Mr. Brodeur was reluctant to give 
the information desired and was sub- 
mitted to a tantalizing gruelling by 
the ex-Minister. Finally Mr. Brodeur 
said he had refunded to the Treasury 
over $900 for the expenses of his 
wife and a young lady, Who traveled 
with them, but the accountant had 
told him this was too much, and the 
check was to be adjusted. 

This left over $8,000 charged to the 
country, and Mr. Foster again inter- 
rogated the Minister for more details. 
Some of the amount was for expenses 
of officers of the Department, going 
to England ‘on official business, 

Mr. Brodeur warmly resented the 
allegations of the North Toronto re- 
presentative, who i to in 
some light on the extravagance of the 
Minister if he had to stay 15 years on 
the job. 

Mr. Bennett (Simcoe) asked how 
much the British Government con- 
tributed to the comfort of the Cana- 
dian party at the Imperial Confer- 
ence. The answer was unsatisfactory. 
The Minister had paid some accounts 
presented by the Hotel Cecil.- He did 
not say how much, and Mr. Foster 
accused him of withholding credit 
from the British Government for put- 
ting up generously for their enter- 
tainment. : 

George Taylor went into the details 
of fitting out the ice-breaker Mont- 
calm, Dickies at $1 each, were bought 
for the 37 sailormen who operated 
the craft, and thousands of dollars 
were wastefully Inid out for the com- 
fort of the men. The reading of the 
accounts occupied most of the hour 
before dinner and afforded much 
amusement. 

Treatment of a Cadet. 

In the afternoon Col. Sam Hughes 
called attention to what appeared to 
be rather harsh treatment accorded 
Cadet crane! of the Royal aint 
tary College. young man, who 
toon ofthe member for Lincoln,

rooms of others, and Lancaster’s 
father had championed the cause of 
one of these boys. Col. Hughes con- 
demned the action of the commandant 
in pursuing this course. His action 
was cowardly and it was unfortunate 
that not one of the boys was com- 
pelled to testify when the accused 
‘was not present. 4 

The result of the trial was the con- 
viction of the cadct, and he was plac- 
ed in close confinement. The mat- 
ter, however, being brought to the at- 
tention of the Minister of Militia, tho

The adjacent build- 
ings also suffered, though not to a

Forty Others Severely Injured, Some Fatally—Terrible 


Scene at Entertainment in Barnsley, England— 
Staircase Piled Up With Dead Bodies—House 
Was Overcrowded—Awful Results of Strug- 

gle For Better Seats. : ‘

Barnsley, England, Jan. 13.—Six- 
teen children were trampled to death, 
and forty others, several of whom 


cannot live, were injured in a mad | 


rush for better seats at an entertain- 
tment given in the public hall here 
Saturday afternoon. 

There was a great crush to secure 
admittance to the entertainment, and 
when the show opened every seat was 
taken and the gallery was literally 
packed with children, who filled the 
aisles and were dangerously massed 
against the lower railing. 

With a view to relieving this crowd- 
ing in the gallery, the attendants de- 
cided to transfer some of the children 
to the body of the house, and one of 
the ushers called. out: “Some of you 
children come downstairs.” 

Immediately the rush started, and 
within a few seconds hundreds 
children were being trampled under 
foot. Even those who had seats in 
the gallery, doubtless being panic- 
stricken by the screams and struggles 
ot the crowd fighting to reach the 
staircases, joined in the stampede. 

The scene was a terrible one, the 
preached beetle ona fee manna ot 

e dying causing the greatest ex- 
citement among those gathered in the 
body of the hall. 

Police and ushers rushed to the 
head of the staircase,'which was lit- 
erall: 
and

children to the corridors below. 
was with the greatest difficulty that a 
panic among the children in the lower 
part of the house was averted, all 
of these eventually being taken, to 
the streets in safety. : % 

When the reserve police arrived 
they found the narrow stairway prac- 
tically blocked with bodies, which 
were crushed in some cases almost 
beyond recognition. Scores of chil- 
dren were forced by the pressure 
from the crowd behind them to scram- 
ble over those that had fallen, whe- 
ther living or dead, and many of 
the inju children were found ister 
to be suffering from fractured bones 
and severe lacerations, sopacpetide & 
the indescribable manner in whic 
they had been trampled upon. 

Soon after the accident the ap 
proaches to the hall were crowded 
with sobbing women searching for 
their missing children. 


SHOT FIRED IN COURT.

A CLEVER SWINDLER. 


Secured Large Advance m Ds 
- Beers’ Diamond Magnate. 
Paris, Jan. 12.—Considerable amuse- 
ment is caused here by the ‘revela- 
tions of the police proceedings against 
a well-known Parisian sleight-of-hand 
man and juggler who has recently 
been figuring as a chemist, He not 
only claimed that he had discovered 
2 scientific’ method of making artifi- 
cial diamonds, but he even succeeded 
in obtaining from Sir Julius Wernher 
of the De Beers Co., an advance of 
$520,000. 

The swindler, whose name is Ta 
meine, simply placed real diamonds 
in his electric oven, and by sleight-of- 
hand manipulation produced them as 
the result of his alleged chemical 
methods. The swindle was detected, 
however, by one of the representa- 
tives of Sir Julius Wernher, who se- 
eretly placed g@ cut diamond in Le- 
moine’s electric crucible; whereupon 
Lemoine handed over the cut diamond 
among the others that he claimed had 
been made in his oven. xy 

Lemoine persisted in ‘maintaining 
great secrecy in regard to his formula, 
which, ke asserted, had been deposit- 
ed under seal in the Bank. of Eng- 
land, not to’be opened until after his 
death. It was against, this formula 
that Sir Julius Wernher advanced Le. 
moine $320,000. The money was re- 
garded by the adroit “‘scientific’ 
swindler as-merely a “first instal- 
ment,”” to be followed by other and 
even larger payments.

“Send them away to get food,” 
say his disciples when he mentions 
their. hunger. But Jesus says they 
are {aint and many of them came {from 
8 long distances. He is concerned about 
m. He is not like some of his fol- 
lowers in the present day, who think 
the church has done its whole duty 
when it has looked to the spiritual 
wants of the people. ‘‘Give ye them to 
eat,” he says, and out of the meager 
supply of five loaves and two fishes he 
makes a bountiful repast sufficient for 
the whole company, and there are 
twelve basketfuls remaining when_all 
have been satisfied. He never does 
anything by halves. He gives abun- 
dance, and he gives it freely. As he 
said about the spiritual life, “I am 
come that {hey might have life and 
that they might have it more abun- 
dantly.” 

Then Jesus said: ‘There are hun- 
dreds of poor people in yonder towns 
of Capernaum and Magdala and Ti- 
berias. Let us not waste this food. 
Let us gather up all and give it to 
those who would be glad to eat it.” 
So the disciples went among the people 
and gathered up the wholesome bread 
and fish. When all was in, there were 
twelve basketfuls. Then methinks 
Jesus arose and said:“If there are any 
here who know of poor people in yon- 
der towns who need this food, I wish 
they wuld come forward and take 
some of this fish bread to them. 
God never wants us to wasto that 
which ‘can sustain life and be of use to 
our fellow men.” 

Christ feeding the multitude upon the 
hillsides fringing the rea of Galilee is 
symbolical in the first place of the in 
finity of God’s pardon and love. It is 
symbolical of that offering which 
Christ made wher he gave his body 
and shed his blood to redeem all who 
will come to his mercy seat. When 
the Jews were looking for their Mes- 
siah they were looking for a Hebrew 
Christ. They were not looking for a 
Christ to save the barbarian and the 
Greek. People still make that mistake 
—they are lookiing for a sectarian 
Christ. They are looking for a Christ 

_who will come holding in his hand a 
Westminster confession of faith or an 
Episcopalian prayer But Jesur 
by breaking the bread and the fishes 
for all who were ahungered. proved 
that he had come as a world’s Christ 
and a world’s Saviour. 

I once read of a family in the east 
who had suddenly come into great 
wealth. With their money they were 
able to purchase a palace and have 
scores of servants to run at their bid- 
ding. They were able to have horses 
and carriages and liveried coachmen 
and footmen. But there was one thing 
they craved from their new neighbors, 
and that was social recognition. So 
they prepared a great uet. They 
sent their invitations broadcast. They 
did not know that the people among 
whom they had come to live were 
proud and despised them. And when 
the night of the reception arrived hard- 
ly one of the guests came. There was 
the great mansion all lighted up. 
There were the orchestra and the wait- 
ing servants, -There was the stately 
dining room, with its polished silver 
and rich viands. But the rooms for 
the most part were empty, and the 
banquet was without any merry guests. 
That is a symbél of the banquet which 
Christ has prepared for the world. He 
not only prepared a spiritual banquet 
for the multitudes which sat at his 
feet, but for al! those in the cities 
about the sea of Galilee, and for all in 
Palestine, and for all who were living 
in other lands. and for generations vet 
to be born.

Pyrotechnic Metallurgy. 

The curious phenomena of alloys are 
only beginning to be known. Seeking 
an alloy that would give an fron inte- 
rior with u bronze vencer, a thing that 
prores to be not at all impossible or.j 
impracticable, C, Vickers, a British 
metallurgist, made a series of experl- 
ments, lu the course of which iron was 
melte®in a crucible and alloyed with 
alumintum. It was desired to learn the 
effect of adding a small percentage of 
zinc. A two oynce bit was cautiously 
tossed upon the molten mass, when 
after a few seconds a series of muffled 
explosions ensued, and the mixture in 
the crucible was shot upward toward 
the roof of the shop, giving n beautiful 
pyrotechnic display, the iron producing 
stars and the zinc sielding dazzling 
blue lights, while Oakes of molten met- 
al glowed between. This continued up- 
til the crucible was emptied.—New Or- 
leans Times-Democrat.

Throughout the west alfalfa has 
been found very valuable to farmers, 
as It fs easy to ruixe, flourishing in dif- 
ferent soils znd climates, dnd-Is excel- 
lent food for stock.

Boyertown, Pa, Jan. 14.—Between 
50 and 7 persons were bummed to 
death last night in a fire which com- 
pletely destroyed Rhodes’ Opera House 
in this place. 


The opera house was crowded with 
the members of ree John’s Duerai 
unday School, who were attending a 
benefit given for the church. 
While the show yas in progress, a 
tank exploded. The actors endeavor- 
ed to quiet the audience, but in their 
anxiety to make themselves heard and 
to. avoid the awful stampede of the 
women and children; the coal oil 
lamps which were used at the foot- 
lights were overturned, setting the 
place on fire. baits 
The flames, fed by the oil, shot al- 
most to the ceiling and re was o 
wild rush of the 700 persons to escape 
from the burning building. 

Scores of women and children were 
trampled on and several who escaped 
being burned to death died after be 
ing, dragged from the opera house. 

In many cases, it is said, entire 
families have been wiped ont.

Jerome Blocks Testimony, Which is Ruled out—Thaw's 


Old Teacher on Stand- Distinctly Remembers Boy’s 
Menta! Peculiarities -Example of Millionaire's - 
Son - His Monte.Carlo Murse Also Testifies. 


New Yory, Jan. 15.—The attorneys 
of Harry K. Thaw, at his trial yester- 
day began relentlessly to build up the 
case of legal insanity which. they 
have interposed in his behalf as a 
defence for the killing of Stanford 
White. The two principal witnesses 
of the day were Prof. Charles H. 
Koehler of Winona, Minn., who acted 
as instructor to Thaw in the Wooster, 
Ohio, University, in’ 1886, and Mrs. 
Amy Gosette, of San Mateo, Cali- 
fornia, who attended Thaw as a 
{rained nurse at Monte Carlo in 1897. 
They both told of the young man’s 
eccentricities and declared that his 
manner always was irrational. 

Dr. John T. Deeinar of ‘Kittaning, 
Pa., one of the Thaw family phy- 
sicians, also was heard, as were the 
attending physicians of three institu- 
tions for the insane where members 
of Thaw’s family on both paternal 
and maternal sides were confined: 

District Attorney Jerome, by un- 
expectedly invoking the sacred privi- 


to:/ leges of physician and patient, block- 


ed much of the testimony as to un- 
soundness of mind of the Thaw family, 
but the calling of the witnesses and 
the questions they were allowed by 
the court to answer, left the desired 
impression upon the jury. 


Mr. Jerome explained that the law: 


compelled him to object to such testi- 
mony without an express waiver from 
the patients. Even the nurse who 
attended Thaw was not allowed to 
testify until Thaw personally had 
made a waiver of the confidential 
Privilege in open court. , 
Thaw’s Eccentricities. 

Charles Koehler of Winona, Minn., 
who was a teacher at Wooster Uni- 
versity, Wooster, Ohio, in 1886, when 
Harry Thaw was a student there, took 
the stand and was asked to tell his 
impressions of Thaw as a boy of 16 
or 17 years of age. 

“Harry Thaw always had a nervous 
gait and walked jerkily,”” he said 
“His eyes were striking, his com- 
plexion aenemic. .His manner in the 
class room was abstracted and indif- 
ferent. His eyes usually had a fixed 
staring gaze. ere was never any 
warmth in his eyes—no illumination.” 
Mr. Koehler said he set down many 
oe rnees an tee in a diary, 
which was destro: years e 
Thaw’s mind always worked slowly, 
and he had great difficulty in follow- 
ing any demonstration manner 
as irrational. 

amined by District Attorney 

Jerome, Mr. Koehler said 200 boys 

came under his care at Wooster, and 

since that time as a teacher he had 

thrown in contact with 1,500 boys 

or more. The witness insisted, how- 

ever, that the memory of Thaw—a 

Pale-faced twitching Iad—stood out 
among *the Ts. 

Thaw looked annoyed when the wit- 
ness said he had used the defendant 
as the example of the son of a rich 
man, 

Mrs. Amy Gozette, the trained nurse 
who attended Harry Thaw at Monte 
Carlo in 1897, said that while under 
her care and with a temperature of 
100 degrees Thaw dressed himself one 
day and stole out. He was gone two 
hours and came back in a highly ner- 
voue condition. 

Mrs. Gozette said that while Thaw 
was under her care he impressed her 
as being distinctly irrational.

What Is a Midshipman? 

By lock I for the first time in my 
life have found a plausible derivation’ 
for midshipman.

The old English Egyptian, the Span- 
ish Gitana and the, Magyar Pharas 
nepek (Pharaoh's people) all point to 
an Egyptian origin, The Scandinavian 
Tatare Identifies them with the 3fon- 
gollan hordes which terrorized early 
Europe, while the French Bobemian’ 
suggests Fet another country as thelr

. As to the names bestowed by their 
supposed character, the Arab boldly 
callg them harami (a villain), the 
Dutchman heydens, or heathens, and 
the Persian takes his name from their 
complexion and dubs thom karacht, or 
swarthy. A charter of Willlam the 
Lion, .as carly as the twelfth century, 
mentions thelr Scotch name of tin- 
Klers, which 1s commonly supposed to 
be a corruption of tinker, although pos- 
slbly the substitution of “t” for “2* 
has produced this form of the Italian 
Zingaro, one of the most widespread 
of gypsy appellations.—London Chron- 
icle.

In the swamps and 
plains around Khartum, on the Nile, 
are immense flocks of marabous, and 
they are so daring as to come to the 
slaughter houses on the outskirts of 





“the city in search of food, and whole 


0X ears and shin bones with hoof at- 
tached have been found In the crops 
of specimens which hare been killed. 

These birds are skillfal fishers. They 
haunt the low marshy islands In the 
rivers and lakes of central Africa, with 
elephants, monkeys, . famingoes and 
many varieties of birds for compan- 
ions, and gain their principal food from 
the water, They often go In compa- 
nies of ten or twelve to fish. Wading 
in the water, the birds form a circle, 
which they gradually draw together, 
Gathering the frightened fish In the 
center of the net, when with their jong 
bills and quick movements they speed- 
fly provide themselves with a hearty 
meal z 

Although marabou mammas have 
been seen proudly parading around 
with a brood of diminutire downy 
young ones, so shy and retiring Is this 
bird In its domestic habits ‘that nat- 
uralists have been unable to determine 
when and how it boilds its nest. The 
natives assert that it nests “in high 
trees, bat thelr statement is not con- 
firmed. 

In captivity the marabon is lord of 
the inclosure, and In zoological gardens, 
where specimens have been confined, 
no other birds or even small beasts 
dare approach the feeding trough un- 
Ul the hunger of this impudent bird is 
satisfied and it has retired to the warm- 
est corner for a nap, The immense 
strength of its bill makes {t a formida- 
ble enemy, and when fighting for food 
it will often overcome the largest vul- 
tures and wage su battles with 
beasts of prey. > 

The hyena inhabits the same por- 
tions of Asia and Africa as the marn- 
bou, and travelers give accounts of 
terrible contests between’ theso two 
singular members ‘of the animal king- 
dom. The hyena is called ‘the rulture 
among beasts, as it prefers carrion for 
its food, and as long as it can find 
dead animals to devour It leaves the 
flocifs and herds In peace. Cowardly 
by nature, It rarely attacks man or 
beast unless driven to desperation by 
hunger. 

The striped hyena {nhabits the north- 
ern latitudes of Africa, Persia and 
Syria, while the spotted species, which 
is easily tamed and is sometimes call- 
ed hyena dog, Is found In large’ num- 
bers in the ‘vast plains of South ‘Africa. 

The hyena Is a strange looking beast. 
It has a big bead and a heavy, shaggy 
mane. hind part of its body ts 
much Jo than Its shoulders, and Its 
hind legs are short. This odd forma- 
ton gives it an awkward. shambling 
manner of walking, which fs both lu- 
dicrous and hideous. * 

This creature rarely shows Itself by 
day, but when the shadows of night 
fall'on the plains and forests It comes 
out from its home among the ‘rocks | 
and caverns In search of food.

FOUGHT LIKE DEMONS 


Men Lost Contro! of Themselves 
in the Boye Disaster. 





Struggied With Women and Children 
in Fight For Life—Whole Audi- 
ence Panic-Stricken — Death .Roll 
ts 167—Many Bodies Can Never Be 
Identified—Whole Families Wiped 
Out. 


Boyertown, Jan. 15.—When night- 
fall put a stop to the work of re- 
covering the dead from the ruins of 
the Rhoades Opera House, where 
Monday night’s holocaust - occurred, 
te Official roll of victims numbered 

Whether more bodies are buried be- 
neath the ruins cannot be positively 
stated, but it is the belief cf those 
who had charge of the gruesome work, 
that all the dead have been removed, 
and that the total list of victims will 
not gu above 170, The ratio of women 
and girls to men and boys is about 
nine to one. The work of identifica- 
tion will not be begun until to-day, 
az most of the bodies. are still lying 
in _a confused state at the four im- 
provised morgues. 

Recovering the Bodies. 

It was almost daylight yesterday 
morning before the flames were ex- 
tinguished and rescuers were able to 
enter the ruins to remove the dead. 
The morning was bitter cold, and by 
the time the benumbed and exhausted 
firemen began the task of disentangling 
the mass of burned debris, the en- 
tire ruins were coated with ice and 
there was danger of the walls falling. 
The work went slow at first and it 
was 7 o’clock-before the first body 
was .removed. Coroner Strasser of 
Reading, who reached the scene short- 
ly after midnight had a detail of 
men ready to recover the bodies and, 
keep a record of the description of 
every corpse removed. The bodies were 
so badly burned, however, that there 
was little to describe them by, and 
it is safe to say that not half the 
victims will ever be identified. The 


{ second “victim was taken from the 
$ ruins about a half hour after the 


first and* then the work of recovery 

moved more rapidly. \ 
By noon'the rescuera became tthor- 

sughly exhanstal {rom the cold,

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iabor, and tor a time the work came 
“tmost to a standstill. 

soon after the work of recovering 
the bodies moved so rapidly that vic- 
tims were being taken from the ruins 
at the rato of two every five minutes. 

There were many different stories 
as to the exact cause of the ic and 
fire, and there were seve! rumors 
of*artests, but the borough officials 
and .Coroner Strasser last night de- 
nied that any action whatever had 
been taken. The coroner that 
his one thought was to get out all 
the bodies before a sleet or snow storm 
should set in”and hamper the work. 

Audience Mainly Adults, 

So far as can be Icarned, there were 
about 425 persons packed ‘in the room, 
most of whom were adults. The num- 
ber. of children present was compara- 
tively small. There was about sixty- 
five persons, all local talent, on’ the 
stage, who were giving a performance 
of the Scottish Reformation. The en- 
tertainment was nearly over, the audi- 
ence waiting for the curtain to go up 
on the Jast part, when something went 
wrong with the calcium light appara- 
tus that was perched on a 5 plat- 
form near the front entrance of the 
building and at the back of the audi- 
ence. The light was in charge of 
H. W. Fisher of Carlisle, Pa., and he 
says a rubber tube slipped from one 
of the tanks. At any rate there was 
a loud hissing sound, which caused- 
many in the audience to turn their 
heads in curiosity to sce what it was. 

There was absolutely no panic up 
to this time, and nothing probably 
woald have happened if one or more 
of the performers behind the cartain 
had not been curious to learn what 
was causing the noise. Who he—or 
they — was will probably never be 
known. Hearing the hissing 
and the slight commotion in the 
audience, one of the performers rais- 
ei the curtain irom the floor. In 
front of the curtain, and serving 
footlights, was a tin tank, perha) 
feet long,.3 inches wide 3 inches 
high. It contained coal oil and.about’ 
ten lights. In raising the curtain-the 
performer accidentally turned this 
tank over, and it fall.to the floor with- 
in a few inches of those persons in 
the front row. 

Deadly Cry of Fire. 

Then came the inevitable cry of 
fire, and what followed would be im- 
possible to accurately tell. Every eye 
witness says the-audience rose en 
masse, the one impujse being fo 
reach. the front door. “All attempted: 
it. but few got out. The seats in-the 
centre of the hall were of the usual 
folding variety, screwed to the floor, 
while along the sides of the hall were 
loose chairs. In the scramble to get 
out, many persons fell over the chairs 
and were never able to regain their 
feet. Those who did reach the front 
entrance Jound it jammed with peo- 
ple who ‘were fighting and shrieking 
tw get out. One of the double doors 
had been bolted shut, so as to better 
enable the tickettaker to take up 
tickets. Not more than two persons 
could pass this' door at one time, 
and after the first half<lozen got 
through the narrow passage it became 
clogged with the struggling mass of 
humanity. Men, women, boys, girls 
and chairs were tangled up in a solid 
mass that no one from the outside 
was able to disentangle. 

Fire Escapes Discovered. 

In the meantime someone discover- 
ed that there were fire escapes on 
each side of the building, and dozens 
made their exit by those avenues and 
gave the alarm. The fire -bell was 
rung and the whole town was arous- 
ed and went to the rescue. All this 
time the flames from the oil tank 
were creeping toward the terrified 
mass of people, who were frantically 
shricking and fighting to get out. The 
noise was terrific, and few heard the 
cries of those who found- the fire 
escapes, 

When the flames were extinguished 
and rescuers entered the building os 


horrible sight met their gaze. Bodies 
were piled in one solid mass six feet 
high on the second floor. So solidly 
were they wedged that picks and 
crowbars had tg be used gently to 
separate the victims. As each victim 
was taken from the pile, a number 


tag was attached and the body placed 
on s, alter which it was en to 
one offthe morgues. 


Some of the bravest who had gain- 
ed the fire escapes pulled dozens from 
the struggling mass and directed 
thern to the sides of the building. ~ 

While the «frenzied people were 
fighting to get down the front steps, 
the calcium light tank exploded and 
fire was spread over the entire mass 
of people. This added horror was more 
than the rescuers could stand, and in 
order to save their own lives they 
were forced to fice down the fire es- 
capes.. On the front steps outside the 
door men pulled frantically to open 
a way for the wedged in people, but 
not more than half a dozen were rés- 
cued in this manner. :

The explosion of the, calcium tank 
and the finmes from the: front of the 
stage, which’ had by this time reach- 
ed the struggling people, made fur- 
ther rescue impossible. The entire in- 
terior of the building was one seeth- 
ing furnace, firemen threw a feeble 
streain of water into’ the barning 
building, but it had no effect on the 
flames. The cries of the unfortunate 
victima, many with their clothing al- 
ready ablaze, and the moans of the 
dying were heartrending. Fathers and 
brothers, {frenzied by the thought that 
loved ones were in the fiery place, 
were compelled to retreat. Nothing 
could be done to get their people out, 
and they were forced to. stand by and 
watch the awful sacrifice of life.

The north and 
south mills have fallen, and a fierce 
fire is still raging in the grain stor- 
ages and the ens: wall of the mill, 
which is liable to fall at Gad moment. 

At present it is impossible to get 
any information as to the insurance 
or as to the amount of wheat now in 

e bins. 

This disaster to the town will make 
non-effective n revenue producer, -al- 
most the whole of the water power 
development work for a long time to 
come, as the Maple Leaf Milling Co. 
were under contract to take from the 
town 2,000 horsc-power. This wouhl 
have given the town an. immediste 
revenue of $20,000 per year, which 
by this fire is now cut off. ,

dent of the Maple Leaf Milling Co. 
The ‘mill hed a capacity of 4,560 bar- 
Tels a day, and was formally s2t in 
operation Dec. 12 of last year. 

The mill proper was 165 fect by 55 
feet and six storeys high.

ORIGIN OF THE DELUSION. 


' 


These. Traditional Creatures Were 
' Probably Dugonge and Manatess. 
Seal Maidens of Fable—Mermaids of 

Fiction and the Seal of Fact. 
oThere-is a-decided fascination about 
the mermaids of Jegend, Considering 
thetr traditional form, it does not-seem 

-! quite certain: whether they can be, in- 
eluded among the fair “humanities” of 
old religion, but it would be extremely 
Interesting to see one. In all serious- 
‘ness the truths and poetry underlying 
and inherent in the old myths are well 
worth attention, but apart from these 
there is something distinctly entertain- 
ing {n the, quasthistorical accounts 
that we have of mermaids and the he- 
role attempts at rationalistic explana- 
thon. The fancy has taken firmer hold 
on popular imagination than many of 
the old legends, Of cotrse Uucy are 
recognized as nonexistent; bot, unlike 
the ‘majority’ of mythological belogs, 
they are Invested colloquially with a 
sort of humorous reality.” 

A “History of the. Netherlands” gives 
a circumstantial account of a great 
tempest which washed ashore near 
Haarlem a “sea woman” as she was 
swimming about. She was captuarcd 
and cleansed from the “sea moss that 
had grown about ber” and became a 
humanized creature, except that she 
Was always trying to escape Into the 
water, And It isfadded, “Many persons

said towne of Haarlem.” In the six- 


teenth century off Ceylon some sailors ; pelling power or machinery, including 


captured “seven mermen dnd mer- 
maids,” several priests and physicians 
testifylng to the fact and the latter 
leaving It on record that after exami- 
nation and dissection they found the 
external and internal structures resem 
bled those of human beings. Yudson, 
the famous navigator, declared tht 
bis ship's company had seen a mer 
maid,sthe upper part of her body like 
& women, skin very white and long 
binck hair. An old, Iceland history 
tells of one near Greenland, “the neck: 
and head in all respects Ike a human 
being.” The Norwegian Bishop Pontip- 
pidan, who wrote in the elghteenth cén- 
tury, “records the appearnnce of a 
mermaid which was deposed to on cath 
by the observers.” And not to multl- 
ply quotations proving the belicf even 
of the learned in the actual existence 
of the mermaids, Pliny asserts avthor- 
Itatively that “as for the meremaidens 
it is no fabnlous tale that goeth of 
them, for looke bow painters draw 
them, so thay are indeed.” 
It seems hard after all these weighty 
testimonies that we should be assured 
that the “historical” mermaids were 
only dugongs or manatees, .seals or 
sea Mons, especially as some of these 
interesting creatures measure some 
elghteen fect tn length and are by no 
means attractive In appearance. Some- 
thing In the shape of the head and the 
breast is relied on by the rationalistic 
scientists ns explaining the delusion, 
but one is at 2 loss to understand how 
this can account for the circumstan- 
tial descriptions thst have come down 
to us. Coerals of those off writers 
have proved to us by thelr paintings 
that they held very much the same 
views as torwhat constitutes feminine 
beauty as we have, and we should 
certainly not discover In the dugong or 
manatee anything whatever to sucgest 
in the very faintest degree the Idea of 
3 pretty woman, Yet there is general- 
ly the Implication of comeliness In the 
verbal pictares the old .writers clive 
of thelr mermaids, though Columbus, 
who reported that he had seen two or 
three, admitted that he saw no beauty 
in them, The seal explanation perhaps 
docs the least violence to one’s tradl- 
tlonal. ideas, as, whatever may be 
thought of its resemblance to a wo- 
man, It ts In Itself graceful and its face 
and eyes are pleasing.

no traces of unemployment in the 
Cities of the east. ‘In fact,” he con- 
tinued, “I found a steady demand for 
men. No man who is able-bodied and 
willing to work at whatever comes 
along need be unemployed either in 
the east or in the west.” 

“$s there much demand for skilled 
fabor?”* 

“There was until quite lately, but 
the financial stringency which is al- 
most universal at present has caused 
a falling off in the demand for this 
class of labor. I notice that several 
manufacturing concerns have been 
compelled to slightly reduce their 
staffs, but this condition of affairs is, 
I believe, transitory.” | 

“Are the prospects good for contin- 
gous work at railway. Construction 
camps during the winter and spring. 
and what points should emigrants be 
chiefly directed to?’" 

To Go to Camps. 

“The supply is unequal to the de- 
mand, and this demand will continue 
through the winter both for lumber 
and railway camps. As to what points 
emigrants. should be directed I could 
not make any definite statement. In 
the case of our own partics wo are 
governed entirely by circumstances. 
Men who are willing to.go to the 
camps are met at the port of land- 
ing our officials, who are in close 
touch with the sources of demand, 
and are accordingly. While at a 
particular peri Innipeg may be 
congested, another centre will be able 
to dispose of all the men who come 
along. These centres of demand shift. 
and it is one of the sdvantages of 
eur system that we dircct the supply 
af labor to where it is required. Dur- 
ing my visit I went into the question 
of winter labor in the camps, and, ac- 
quired much useful information on 
which we shall ect.” 

“Does the Salvation Army send 
emigrants to the Maritime Provinces, 
or does it confine its attention. to 
Ontario and the western provinces?” 
was the next query. 

Vacuum In the East. 

“As I have, just stated,” replied 
Colonel Lamb, “we fsend our emi- 
grants to wherever there arf openings. 
This year «e did m' r the Mari- 
time ‘Provinces, ard in the coming 
year it is our intention’ to do more. 
The filling up of the west naturally 
ereates a vacuum in the east. That 
vacuum we help to fill.) Of course, 
we study the wishes of-the emigrants. 
When I am asked to advise whether 
a man should go west or remain in 
the ¢ast, I reply: ‘H! you want to 
make money go to the west. If you 
want to have a comfortable home, 
where social conditions are very simi- 
lar to those of England, and where 
your children can be brought up and 
educated as well as they could be in 
the Old Country, settle down in the 
zeast. Canada is so large. and the op- 

portunities so many and varicd that 

really the wishes of all can be more

“Tnat 
high prices exist. there Is no ques 
tion. Aj! averase price levels, whe- 
ther English or American, show in 
eight years more than 50 per cent. ine 
cresse. In other words, it requircs 
$1.50 to buy what §1 would purchtse 
on the average eight years ago.” 

How are these prices to be account. 
ed for, in view of the fact that the 
crops have been bountiful and busi 
neas prosperous? . Mr. Nerton’s ex. 
planation is that the world 4s suzfer. 
ing from a gold deluge. “In tbyycar 
1706 the annua}. production ws 
seven millions, in 1800 12 millions, in 
1900 262 mnijlions, in’ 1907, 425 millions, 
and the rate of increas:"is accelerat- 
ing. When we remember that tho 
larger amount of each year’s produc 
tion is added to ajl that has been 
produced before, unlike all other 
commodities, that at the present rate 
of acceleration the world’s stock can 
dougjc in Jess than twelve years, and 
finally. that the causes of the gold 
flood are not sporadic and exceptional, 
but entirely rational, namely, the 
ingenuity of chemists and: metajlur- 
gists, who have succeeded in reduc. 
ing the profitable working cost per 
ton of ore from $14 to ‘less than $2 
at the present time, by new inten 
tions. this question of gold depr2cit 
tion becomes easily tho financial 
prebiem of the age.” 

In other words, What we are [ate to 
face with is not an increase in val 
ues. but a depreciation, of moncy.

At lttle later the law was 
changed so that it*was forbidden to 
“take tobacco in uny wine or common 
Yictual house except in'a private room’ 
there, so as the master of sald house 
nor any guest there shall take offense 
thereat, which, if they do, the said per- 
son shall forbear upon pain of 2 shil- 
lings sixpence for every such offense.” 

No one was permitted to use tobacco 
“publicquely,” not even in his own 
house, in the presence of strangers. It

TRAGEDY OF THE THE COALFIELD. | 


How Disaster Overtook Reseus Party, : 
In South Wales. 


Another of those stories/o! “silent 
heroism” associated ‘with the oft. 
recurring ‘mining’ ‘disasters in the 
South ‘Wales coalfiell has to be re« 
corded. The scene of tho’ latest a0ck 
lent was the Seven Sisters colliery, 
Neath, where, singularly enough, two 
explosions occurred within 24 hours. 
of each other.” It appears that as a 
party of four miners descended the” 
pit for the purpoze of carrying out re- 
pairs in readiness for work on the 
following day, they encountered a 
heavy fall of roof. “ Hardly had’ they 
noticed this when a great tongue of 
flame lit up the whole area, and met 
them full in the face. On the plight. 
of the men becoming known assist- 
ance was soon forthcoming, and three 
of the men, who were badly burned, 
Were removed to a place of safety. 
The fourth-man, Owen Gethin, could 
not be reached for some time. When 
his body was recovered it was found. 
that he had been suffocated by after- 
damp. The poor fellow had evidently 
tmade a great struggle for life, 
had pressed his cravat, soaked with 
tea, over his mouth in his effort to 
save himself from being asphyxiated. 
Then followed a second josion. 
While an exploration of the. works 
ings was being made: bya party of. 
five a second accumulation of gas

These were M 
Hugh Jonca.and Evan Harris.: en | 
news of the second explosion got to 
the pit-head a berepene party was 
promptly organized! and after over- 
coming great difficulties they bronght | 
out David Williams, -under-manager,’ 
Watkin Morgan, overman, and John 
Williams, seriously injured. “But 
there was no trace of Jones and 
Harris. Yet another rescue party! de- 
scended, but the work of exploration 
had now been reudered almost im- 
possible by a fierce fire which was 
taging in the pit. Casks of water 
were lowered into the mine, and con- 
veyed in trams to.a spot as near as 
possible to the affee area. It was 
a fierce fight this fighting of the 
flames, for beyond undoubtedly lay 
the two entombed workmen. The. 
work continued for hours, but sti: 
the flames would not be mastered, 
and on the following day hope was 
abandoned of reaching the poor men 
alive. It is a pathetic circumstance 
that both Jones and Harris had only 
a few hours before worked heroi 
to rescue their comrades in the 
explosion, and it was Jones who: re- 
covered poor Gethin’s body. After 
strenuous work the fire was overcome, 
and the bodies of Harris and Jones 
found under*a heavy fall’ of?

~ Secretary-Treasurer Norris of the 
Light, Heat & Power Co., stated that 
he was absolutely at a loss to account 
for the explosion, for a gas holder 
was the last thing in the world that 
might be expected to explode.

The only possible theory was that 
some explosive mixture, probably air 
and gas, was in the building itself, 
though how gas could escape was a 
mystery, and how the mixture could 
ignite, was more puzzling still.

Visit to the Tombs of the Imperishab!: 
Sainte—Childish Peasants. 

A correspondent of n London parer 
writing frem Russian says: “Kiev fs 
the holy city of Russia. It is'the place 
where Viadimir, the. frst Muscorite 
Christian, was baptized. It Is full of 
churches, golden domed. Deep voiced 
bells are ever boomilng. On the plains 
of Tchernigoff I hare met peasants in 
pilgrimage trampling’ to Kiev to giia 
merit. When rising above the swtrl- 
ing waters of the Dnieper they see the 
white walls of the monasteries, the 
soft green of the roofs, the mighty 
domes of gold, they kneel {n the dust

SOAP FS ANCIENT. 


It Was Used by the Gauls as a Dress- 
ing For the Hair. 

Who Invented soap? That it is not a 
modern convenience is well known, but 
Just when It cane into general use Is 
a mystery. 

In Biblical times cleansing agents 
were used. The books of Job and Jer. 
emiah contain the word “soap.” But 
this Is merely a convenient use of the 
word In translation. The Hebrew worl 
“borith,” for which it was substituted, 
is a general term for cleansing sul- 
stances. What those substances were 
fs unknown, but they were probably 
Uttle Ike the modern soap, 

PUny speaks of the invention of soap 
by the Gauls, who, however, used It 
only as a sort of pomade or halr dress- 
ing. He also refers to the use of both 
hanl soap and soft soap by the Ger- 
tans, The use of fuller’s earth, which 
has saponaccous qualities, for cleans; 
lng pufposes was‘ known to the Rg 
mans, 

The French worl for soap, savon, 
comes from Savona, France, where it 
was wanufactured. The first manu- 
facture of soap In London -is said to 
have been In 1524, and previously Bris- 
tol had supplied ft for use in the Eng- 
sb cities,

a soapmaker was Included Ip the reti- 
nue of Charlemagne, king of the

Suffolk, Va, is the greatest peanut 
the delicious goobers are raised tn 
Nansemond county, of which Suffolk 
fs the capital, than in any other coun- 
ty on earth. 

If ove takes the map and draws a 
penell mark around nineteen counties 
Io southeastern Virginia and northeast- 
ern North Carolina he will put a fence, 
So to speak, around the greatest pea- 
nut section of the world, coun- 
ties are: In Virginia, Nansemond, Nor- 
folk, Isle of Wight, Southampton, Sus- 
Sex, Greenville and Princo George; in 
North Carolina, Pasquotank, Perqul- 
mans, Gates, Hertford, Chowan, North- 
ampton, Halifax, Edgecombe, Martin, 
Pitt, Bertie and Washington. 

This territory, which {s within a ra- 
} dius of. 150 miles from Norfolk, pro- 


| duces 3,000,000 bags of peanuts every 


year. Every bog contains four bush- 
els, so that 12,000,000 bushels ts the 
arerage annual production. The ship-

RARE COPPER CENTS. 


Coin Collectors’ "Theory to Account For 
Their Scarcity. 

That some of the rarest and most 
taluable of the Cnited States cents. | 
particulariy those dated 1709 and 1804. 
owe thelr scarcity to the fact that Ful- 
ton bullt the steambpat Clermont is 
the theory held by some colin collectors, 
They beilere that thousands of the old 
time large copper cents went toward 
making the copper boiler for the plo- 
beer steamboat, 

This theory would explain the mys- 
tery that has long puzzled coln collect- 
ors as to the reason for the almost to- 
tal disappearance of the cents of the 
datcs mentioned. ~ 

The Orst cents struck at the United 
States mints at Philadelpbla were of 
large size. The copper blanks, or 
planchets, were imported from Eng: 
land, being sent over in kegs. 

Copper at this period was a scarce 
article in this country. With the ex- 
ception of the small quantity pro- 
doced at-the only copper mines then 
known In the United States, those at 
Grenby, Conn., nearly all the metu! 
used here came from England. 

Builders of stenm, engines in those 
days were of the opinion that Lollers 
constructed of Iron. were unsafe nod 
impracticable,’ and as a consequence 
bollers were made of copper, all the 
bollers that came from Evgland belo. 
{t is sald, constructed of that metal. 
Fulton was likewise of the bellef that 
copper was the voly ft metal to be 
used fn boilers. . 

It is therefore possible that, findlug 
a@ scarcity of metal with which to con- 
struct the boiler of the Clermont, he 
Onally resorted to the most conrenlent 
source of supply, which happened to 
be the large United States copper 
‘cents. Of course the cost of such a 
boiler would represent a large sun. 
but it is on the recurds that the steam 
frigate Fulton. Jaunched in 1815, the 
year of the inventor’s death, bad. u 
boiler entirely constructed of copper, 
which alone cost the large sum of $23.- 
000. - 

That the supply of cents of this pe 
riod was large enough to meet such a 
demand Is also likely enough. From

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GREAT CAVE SYSTEM. 
New Canadian Reserve Contains Many 
Big Limestone -Caverns. 
The Dominion Government has sct: 
apart as a national park the’ wonder- 
fal region at the summit of the Sel-’ 
kirks. It embraces the great glacier 
which thousands of tourists. visit 
every year, scorea of other glaciers 
and many of the loftiest mountains 
in the Canadian domain. 
A new wonder in this region was 
in 1904 near the centre of 
the park. It is a series of limestone 
caves wi windings have been ex- 
plored for four thousand feet, 
An extensive cave area exists be- 
one that which has been explored. 
is known of the cave 
gion is told in an’ article by A. O. 
Wheeler in the annual rt of the 
Surveyor Gencrat of 
This igs to be opened

to tourists. It is only about six miles 
from Glacier, the nearest station on 
the Canadian Pacific’ Railroad. 
A good trail has been cut and a 
road is to be® built between Glacier 
and the caves. In the caves ladders 
have been placed) and paths ' roped 
in; plank walks are to be built across 
rough places and in other ways the 
visit to the caves is to be made com- 
fortable and convenient. 
It in still rough work, for steep 
climbing is required to reach the re- 
ion, and none but seasoned pedes- 
rians ‘can explore the caves and 
make the round trip from Glacier In a 
day. A camp has been ‘established 
at the caves in which visitors: may 
comfortably spend the night. 
The caves were discovered by C. H. 
Deutschmattyin Mey, 1904. while he 
was' hunting big ganre and prospect- 
ing for minerals. Ii“was a year be- 
fore anything wap Sone to ascertain 
their, extent and’ character. 
Deutschmon has done most of the 
exploring. Mr. Wheeler calls him a 
remarkable man. and what he says 
about the work Deutschman has done 
without assistance shows that he is 
devoid of fear, 
Time and again he’ han descended 
into these caves alone. He has pene- 
trated depths of blackest darkness, 
illumined only by the ray of a tallow 
dip. Added to the darkness in which ; 
he often groped hisj way was the roar 
of subterranean torrents.+ : 4 
He has crossed huge cracks and 
made descents in pi darkness when 
a_miastep would have meant death. 
Wheeler says that now the ladders 
are in position and guard ropes set 
up it is difficult to realize how 
Deutschman made his pioncer jour- 
nevs in these carerns. 
The best light thus far nrovided 
during the: surveys and explorations 
has been from acetylene lamps, which 
have proved very serviceable. 
The caverns occur at this place only 
because here is a limestone deposit, 
though this rock is rare in the Sel- 
kirks. As one walks slong in the 
valley of Cougar Creek he will dis- 
eover that the roaring mountain tor- 
rent suddenly disappears in the earth 
and away below he will find the 
place where it comes to the. suriace 
again. :

former trial. 2 : 

This letter was one. of a dozen 
which were read to the jury as teqd- 
ing to corroborate young Mrs. Thaw’s 
testimony and as further tending to 
show the effects her story. had on 
j the defendant’s mind. Most of these 
letters were read to the jury in the 
former trial, and were considered 
as one of the strongest bits of evi- 
dence in the hands of the defence. 
Mr. Jerome objected to their intro- 
duction in the record, but was over- 
ruled by Justice Dowling after Thaw 
himself had made a waiver of ‘the 
confidential relation of counsel and 
client, whon . Frederick W.—bLong- 
fellow, his former attorney, appeared 
on the stand to identify the letters. 

Mr. Jerome was much quieter in 
his handling of roung Mrs. Thaw on 
j the stand yesterddy and his voice 
j lacked the high, hard pitch which 
| filled te court room the day before.

tween prosecutor and witness, and 
i there were several lively tilts which 
| took only when Justice Dowling

The defence hopes to close its case 
by Friday night.

Thaw, 
mother of the defendant, had complet. 
ed her testimony. ‘fhe kindergarten 
teacher, who had charge of Harry 
Thaw as a lad of six, also testified, 
and the day marked a long stride to- 
ward the conclusion of the celebrated 


case. 
Mr. Comstock’s testimony, while 
new, had been discounted by the 
known fact of Thaw’s appeal to him 
to assist in closing up the houses 
where Stanford White was alleged to 
have maintained eloborate furnished 
apartments and where young girls 
were said to have been mistreated. A 
dozen letters Thaw «rote to Comstock 
matter and giving o

detailed description of the. Twenty- 


fourth street house were ‘admitted in 
evidence and read to the jury. Dis- 
trict Attorney Jerome seemed 23 well 
pleased as the defence with the let- 
ters, and later in the day read into 
the record himself most of Comstock’s 
Teplies to Thaw.

Ottawa, Jan. 23.—The introduction 
of a bill Mr. Alcorn (Con., Prince 
Edward ). to provide more ef- 
fective means to prevent electoral cor- 
ruption, and the discussion of a reso- 
lution of Mr. Sinclair (Lib., Guys- 
boro, N. S.), declaring that “in the 
opinion of the House it is advisable 
to appoint a standing committce on 
fisheries,” occupied nearly the whole 
of the afternoon in the Commons yes- 
terday. The fisherics resolution was 
favored by both sides without an ex- 
ception, but 6 o'clock was called with 
the question still in the air. Today 
the House will take ‘up the insurance 
dill and the estimates of the Public 
Works Department. 

E. N. Lewis (Con., Huron) introduc. 
ed a bill to amend the provisions of 
the criminal code respecting offensive 
weapons. The bill adds “razors” to 
the list of concealed weapons, the 
carrying of which is illegal. It also 
increases the penalty for carrying of- 
fensive weapons with intent, and pro- 
hibits e ure for sale of revolvers 
in pawn shops and second-hand stores, 
as well as making provision: inst 
the carrying of stilettoes. Mr. Lewis 
urged special attention to his bill 
a8 a necessity. It was read a first 
time. Another bill introduced by Mr. 
Lewis provided for increasing penal- 
ties for offences nst women. The 
bill was read a first time. One of 
the provisions is the imposition of 
the death penalty for rape on a girl 
under 14 years of age. 

Campaign Contribution. 

The most important section of Mr. 
Alcorn’s bill deals with campaign 
contributions by the corporations. It 
is provided that no corporation shall, 
by itself or by any officer or agency, 
be in any way concerned with the 
accumulation or distribution of cam- 
paign funds, or with the contribution 
cr expenditure thereof. This will shut 
out railways, Government contractors 
ormany corporations. from being’ con- 
cerned in elections by way of funds. 
The penalty on a corporation is $5,000 
and on every officer or shareholder 
who consents to a violation of this 
section forfcits $1,000 and is liable to 
imprisonment. To prevent corpora- 
tions from contributing to private per- 
sons who would afterwards be indem- 
nified by a corporation, a penalty of 
$1,000 and one year’s imprisonment 
is imposed. Government officials and 
Government contractors are absolute- 
ly prohibited from being concerned 
with election funds, either as contri- 
butors or custodians or distributors, 
under penalty of imprisonment or 
ine. Government officials and per- 
sons not ordinarily resident in Can- 
y are absolutely prohibited from 
acting in any capacity in elections. 

Mr. Alcorn explained that ‘although 
for two years the Government had 
promised to bring in a bill to deal 
with this subject, nothing had come 
of it, so it was incumbent upon a 
private member to take up the mat- 
ter. ‘The member for Prince Edward, 
in explaining his bill, showed that it 
made more reasonable provision as to 
legal personal expenses of candidates. 
It provides not only against hiring of 
rigs, and furnishing free railway or 
steamboat for the conveyance of vot- 
ers to the polls, but imposes a per 
ty of $100 on the owner of the means 
of transportation so used. Writs, are 
tu be issued to sheriffs or registrars 
in Ontario and officers of equivalent 
rank in other provinces, and the ap- 
pointment of outside deputy return- 
ing officers is also provided against:

Fishing Industry. 

_ Mr. Sinclair, in moving for a stand- 
ing committee on fisheries; spoke of 
the importance of fishing industry to 
Canada, and claimed ‘that we had a 
practical monopoly of lobser indus- 
try of the world, our output realizing 
about $3,500,000 a year. As to the 
whole output of fish there was rea- 
lized last year over $26,000,000, there 
being a.considerable increase in the 
value of the business. :

Mr. Sinclair said this was the casr, 
but the value had increased. :

He said the appoint- 
ment of fishery officers was not satis- 
factory. Representation had come to 
him from the south shore of Nova 
Scotia that the administration of these 
officers was largely on political lines, 
the law beinggbtiietly enforced in re- 
spect to Conservative fishermen, while 
Liberals were not so aan dealt 
with. Mr. Borden also dealt with 
fisheries of Pacific coast and inland” 
fisheries. With respect to the latter 
it had been shown ‘that large areas 
had been handed over to men_spe- 
cially engaged in the industry for a 
mere nominal sum.

Oct. 9, 1831, and was. the’ second son 
of the late Gapt. A: 8.: Trevor, of the 
3rd‘ Bengal Cavalry; who was killed 
at Cabul in 1841. He obtained a com- 
mission in) the Bengal Engineers .in 
1849, and three years lear served in 
the Burmese War, incl ig the oper- 
ations in the vicinity and capture of 
Rangoon, whore he was. severely 









wounded, and the attack on the Bur.’ 


mese stockades on March 19, 1853, 
whet-he was slight!y wounded. For 
-his gallant conduct 07 these occasions 
he was mentioned in d-spatches. Four 
years. afterwards he teck part in the 
operations against the acca muti- 
neers. In the Bhotan Expedition of 
1865 “he headed ‘the ‘assault at the 
capture of Dewangire, receiving five 
wounds, and for prerery: in ac 
tion was ‘awarded the Victoria Cross 
and the brevet of major. At the at 
tack of Dewnngire, a party sot the 
enemy, about 200 in number, had 
barricadéd themselves in a block- 
house, which they continued to de- 
fend after the rest of the ition had 
been carried, and the main body was 
in retreat. The British force had 
been fighting in a broiling sun on 
very steon and difficult ground for 
upwards of three hours. The block- 
house, which was loopholed, was the 
key of the enemy's position. See- 
ing no officer of the storming party 
near, and being anxious that- the 
place should be taken immediately, 
as any protracted resistance might 
have caused the main body of the 
enemy to rally, Gen. Tombs, V. 
who was in command, ordered C. 
Trevor and Licut. J. Dundas, R. 
(since dead), to show the way into 
the blockhouse. They had to climb 
up a wall which was. 14,fect high, 
and then to enter a house occupied by 
scmo 200 desperate men, head fore- 
most through an opening not more 
than two feet’ wide between the top 
of the wall and the roof. Major-Gen. 
Tombs stated that on speaking to the 
Bikh soldiers around him and telling 
them to swarm'up the wall, none of 
“hem responded to the call until these 
two officers had shown them the way, 
when they followed with the greatest 
alacrity. The gallant general was one of 
the very few remaining sucyivors of 
the hostages given to Akbar Khan 
on the occasion of the retreat from 
Cabu! in 1841, and up to the time of 
his death retained a clear recollec- 
tion of the eventa of his captivity. 
Gen. Trevor also did excellent service 
for India in a civil capacity. 


’ CATCHING A LIONESS, 
Risky Adventure on an African Farm 


arged Men Twice. 

The Adfertiser of ‘East Africa gives 
an account of a risky lion catching 
feat, Mr. C. Trichardt on Oct. 8 saw 
four lions on Messrs. Son and 
Taylor’s ostrich farm on Athi Plains. 
He called Mr. Langridge, and the 
two went together to try to shoot the 
lions. When the two men approached 
three of the lions made off, but the 
fourth, a half-grown lioness, lay down 
and waited, charging twice when the 
men came up to within 15 feet. The 
farm dogs arrived and beens to w 
the lioncss, which crept into a p: 
of bush and tried to hide behind the 
projecting roota of a tree Messrs. 
Langridge and Trichardt determined 
to try ta capture her alive. They 
made a loop of raw hide rope, fas- 
toned it to a stick, and attempted at 
close quarters to pasa the noose over 
the lioness’s neck. They failed.” The 
dogs were then set on to worry the 
lioness again, and while the brute de 
fended herself loops were 
round each of her hind legs. The 
nooses were drawn — and the lion- 
ess held fast until her other limbs 
were bound. Then a cart was fetched, 
and the lioness hoisted into it and 
conveyed to the farm buildings. 
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Man Tackles Puma. 
An exciting scene,was witnessed in 
the Phoenix Parkf# Dublin, when a 
puma, one of the Vicious tiger tribe, 
escaped from the Zoological Gardans. 
it appears that while the keepers 
were in the act of transferring the 
animal from its cage to an adjoining 
one it by some means escaped to 
rondway at the rear of the Gardens, 
and carcered along, when it was sud- 
denly halted by the advance of a 
troop of the 11th Hussars, which had 
pt left the Marlborough Barracks. 
in retreating the animal came face 
to face with tho pursuing attendants, 
ono of whom, John Kelly, courageous- 
ly tackled and seized it firmly by 
the throat, not, however, before *h 
was -badly bitten, in several places. 
James Kenny, who came to his as- 
sistance, wos also badly bitten in 
the forearm. With further help, how-. 
ever, the beast was again safely lodg- 
ed in its cage.” The keepers were 
obliged to go to Steeven’s Hospital, 
where their injuries were treated. 





Indiah Army. 
The question of the strength of the 
army in Indie will soon come under 
discussion by the Cabinet. The rati- 
fication of the treaty with Russia has 
led to a belief that some. further re- 
duction in the land forces is ible, 
thereby saving another considerable 
sum on the estimates. It is well 
known that Lord Kitchener considers 
that in the new circumstances in In- 
dia the ‘British garrison should be in- 
creased in order'that co districts 
may be garrisoned without interfer- 
ing with "the scheme of distribution 
as devised: for war. Any proposal 
from the home authorities towards 
Yeduction would, therefore produce a 
sharp conflict of opinion. At. the 
resent moment fret difficulty is be- 
ng experienced finding the drafts 
for India to keep the present force at 
an adequate strength. India is also 
to bo asked to pay £2,000,000 addi- 
tional towards the cost of the British 
garrison. It is regarded as in every 
way likely that “se discussion of mili- 
tary measures in India will once more 
become acute if the’ Government 
preases for a reduction’in the force, 
coupled with s demand for increased 
myments. —

WOULD BENEFIT CRIMINALS. 


Judge McMahon Favors the tndeter- 
ae minsts Sentence For Prisoners. 

A strong plea for the indeterminate 
sentence was made by Justice Mae- 
Mahon, in his address to the Grand 
at the opsning of the recent 





wry.

Toronto. 

“In 1880. 1 addressed the Inne 
px on the subjicet of the inde 

ie sentence, strongly’ recom 
ing it!’ ‘said his lordship: “T 
¢ reesived 2 letter from Mr, Tart: 
", trom tho Central Prison: who 
been for 12 years ano of the 
ceards, Ie tella me that his expegri- 
ene has shown him that it is a most 
velvable deeasure. Tt has a most 
sslutery effect on youthful prisoners. 
A prisoner is sentenced for a maxi- 
men period, berand which he can 
ret bs detained; if he conducta him- 
soli properly he may be released be 
fore this: period is over.- Thre. a 
prisoner’s future is madp denondent 
en his own good conduct, and in'his 
fiiness ‘to “return to socicty. It fita 
the punishment to the eriminet. not 
te the crime. Police officers tuink 
that so Jong as prisoners display crim- 
inal tendencies it}is not rafe to allow 
them to return: to society, as must 
be done when the leterminate sen- 
tonce is impored. 

“Then there is another sdvantace 
in the indeterminate sentence: it will 
Prevent much of the overcrowding of 
our jails. Many times the Toronto 
jail is crowded to a disgraceful de- 
free, simply Bocause prisoners can-

« Down by the river and within a 
stone's throw of the ship channel, 
which here runs close to the island 
shore, there was built in ‘1729 2 little 


church which, until a fer days ago., 


stood a landmark in the history of 
this port of Canada. During thirty- 
one years under the paternal pro- 
tection of the flac of the, Bourbons 
mass had been celebrated Within its 
walls; and during almost a century 
and a half it had continued to be 
the relirious centre of the parishion- 
ers of Longue Pointe after they had 
passed from French to British alle- 
giance. 

Today the church is in mins, fire 
having destroyed ita interior and 
roof, and left standing only its solid 
walls of masonry three’ feet thick. 
The old church at Longue Pointe is 
now a thing of the past. < 

With the excention of the spire, 

which was a modern innovation, the 
little church was almost severely 
plain, but it was not 1 
turegpuencss, almost everything about 
the ‘building suggesting a bit of the 
old regime lingering.in an eddy close 
.to and yet wholly. apart f the 
enrrent of modern life. From its door 
the smoke of a creat city could be 
seen a few miles distant, and on 
every summer day the puffing of 
ocean steamshipa on their way to and 
from the Olid World was borne in 
throuch its windows and mingled 
with the chanting and prayers of 
those who worshipped there. Clos+ 
*to the church is the priest's manse, 
surrounded by a well-tilled garden in 
which vegetables and old-fashioned 
flowers were quaintly mingled. 
* “Longue Pointe thas a place in our 
history, for hore came to'a sudden 
and rather icnominious end the first 
attempt of the Ameritans to capture 
Montreal. The guiding spirit of that 
exploit was Ethan Allen. the hero 
of Vermdnt—that heady Yankee, as 
Mr. Bradley calls him in his life of 
Tord Dorchester, who during the war 
of the American Revolution presided 
“aver the destines of Canada. Hav- 
ing captured by surprise the little 
farrison at Fort 7 sroza, on Lake 
Champlain, Eth: n planned to 
forestall Gen. Men'comery by “rush. 
ing’ Montreal. Down Lake Cham- 
plain and the Richelieu river he pro- 
eoeded, and then with a little ban 
tiarched overland to the south shore 
of the St. Lawrence. 

On the night of the 24th of Septem- 






ber, 1775, with sbout. 150 men he { 


erossed to Longue Pointe. from 
whence he intended on the morrow to 
morch upon and capture Montreal. 
he morning the presence of the 
invaders was discovered by ‘a habi- 
tent, who at, once hastened to the 
city snd eave the alarm. (| 7 

A band of militia, reinforeed by 
G2 regulars of the city garrison, 
promptly. marched down to. Longue 
Pointe, and after a seattering fight 
in skirmish erder the irfvaders were 
repulsed and scattered, Allen and 
% of his followers being captured. 
When that little battle was fought 
the Longue Pointe church had been 
standing 46 years. H 

The church will be rebuilt. but it 
is quite unlikely that the old struc 
ture will be restored. A larger and 
nm wholly modern building will take 
its place, but the old site will be used, 
and a larger edifice looking out upon 
the St. Lawrence will remind incom- 
ing sailors that they are approaching 
the ond of their voyage. :

BALLOON OF NEWSPAPERS.

The blaze, which is the worst that 
has occurred in this city since the 
calamity of 1904, 5! on the 
third floor of the building on the

Other occupants of the build- 
ing were: the Baltimore Bell & Brass 
Co., and the William L. Hollings- 
worth Co., machinists. Upon these 
three’ the heaviest losses fall. The 
fire had apparently been burning 
some time before it was discovered. A 
i} strong wind from the ncethwest and 
a very low temperature made the work 
of fighting the fire more than ordin- 
arily difficult. 

In an incredibly short time after 
the blaze broke out on the Saratoga 
street side of the Regester Building, 
and without warning, a large section 
of the north wall of the building fell. 
It was this that scattered death and 
injuries among the firemen, xho were 
working close to the building. The 
rain of bricks also put out of com- 
mission an extension ladder truck 
upon — some of the. men\lgy 
been working.

Chinese, in Cardiff. 


| Among sea-faring men in Cardiff the 
{steady inercase in the number of 
} Chinamen who obinin berths on ves- 
j sels at that port is causing alarm. 
| It is stated that the Chinamen accept 
j half the wages of European seamen, 
| and are less particular as regards 
food, requiring only a few cheap 
though wholesome articles of dict. 

The Chinaman docs not ask for peas 
and haricot, beans, flour, oatmeal, 
milk, syrup, suet, pickles, and dried 
fruits. He lives for a month on the 
same quantity of salt beef, salt pork, 
and preserv: meat as the white man 
requires for a week. Even of coffee 
and tea he wants less in a month than 
his white competitor in a week. 

“Four years ago,’ said the Cardiff 
secre of the Ssilora’ and Fire- 
men’a Union, there: was not a Chincee 
boarding-house in Cardiff. Now there 
are seven. Four years ago you could 
not go alorg Bute rvad without seeing 
ew Greek and. Spanish flags. The 

jpaniards ‘drove the Greeks away to a 
oe extent. Then the Italians camo 
n./ Now the Italians are disappear- 

ing gradually, and also the Arabs and 
Turks, and the Chinese are taking 
their places. 

“There are between 200 and 300 
Chinamen always,on shore, and avail. 
able for engagement. If the rate of 
increase of the past year or so is 
kept up we shall have a new Chinese 
boarding-houre | esta every 
month or two.”*:

Ottawa, Jan. 23.—The Georgian -Bay 
Canal project was discussed in the 
House yesterday afternoon,’ on mo- 
tion of Mr. McCool (Nipissing) ask- 
ing for papers. Mr. McCool began by 
pues an interesting history of Upper 

ttawa, from the time of Champlain. 
The routes used by the early voryagers 
of the Hudson Bay Co. and similar 
concerns had in most cases turned out 
to be the ones suitable for commercial 
purposes. Proceeding, he recited'a re- 
cord of previous surveys of the Geor- 
gian Bay Canal route, including the 
surveys of Smith, Mc , Coulter, 
Fraser and Wisner, the latter esti- 
mating te cost of a 20-foot waterway 
at $80,000,000, and strongly urged the 
commercial possibilities of the under- 
taking. 

In 190$ the Government instituted 
the survey of a portion of the route, 
the result of which was that, that re- 
ferring to the French River section 
had just been laid before the House. 
Among the eminent men who had giv- 
en’ support to the scheme were: Sir 
William Van Horne, J. J. Hill, Hon. 
John art, Hon. N. A. Belcourt 
and Mr. Pripore, ex-M. P.

Mr. McCool gave figures derived 
from the report already published 
showing that the canal from Georgian 
Bay to Montreal, 440 miles, was made 
up of 357 miles of open parigation, 55 
miles of improved channel: and 27 
miles of canal.

his will. This Dr. Winslow illustrat- 
ed by directing a young man, whom 
he is in the habit of hypnotizing, 
to steal the umbrella of a gentleman 
in the audience, the young man be- 
ing in a cataleptic condition. The 
man absolutely Mjeclined to do this, 
though he ioe) obeyed other 
commands. 

Skating ‘on Thin Ice. 


The lecturer said he had with pleas- 
ure accepted the invitation to lec- 
ture on this subject, though, if he 
hed discussed such a question on a 
public platform a few years ago, he 
would have felt as if he were skating 
on thin ice. But, inasmuch as the 
subject was at Inst obtaining a hear- 


} ing by the medical as well as by the” 


scientific world, he did not feel that 
his position was an unsafe one. The 
pioneer of any great movement had 
nany things to contend with. This 
was 60 in the case of Lister, who dis- 
covered the antiseptic treatment of 
disease; Simpson, who discovered 
chloroform; and Harvey, who discov- 
ered the circulation ef the blood. The 
members of his own profession who 
had from time to time dared to sug- 
rest that there was a subtle power 
which in itself exerted influence in 
the treatment of disease and in the 


alleviation of human suffering had 


been regarded until very recently as; 


charlatans, or something worse, by 
some members of the professton 
through lamentable ignorance on the 
part of those who ventured to sit in 
judgment on those who were sdvo- 
cating the adoption of the science. 
Nothing daunted, but believing in 
the correctness of their views, they 
continued to persevere in what ‘they 
considered to be right and humane. 


The Progress of Hypnotism. 


Dr. Winslow traced the progres: 
hypnotism from the time of Neaner 
in the cighteenth century, to the pre- 
sent day, and referred specially to 
the power possessed by the Frntinns 
many years before Christ. 
the schools of bypnotism into three: 
(1) That of 'Mesmer; (3) the Nancy 
school; and (3) the Paria school, orizin- 
ally carried on by Charcot. The 
school he desired to advocate and 
support was the Nancy school, founded 
by Professor Liebault, who contended 
that suggestion forms the most im- 
portant factor in producing hypnosis. 
This school was established in 1566. 
Tt was erroneous to imagine that any 


harm could ensue from hypnotism. ! 


He had never, known of such an in- 
stance. He avo denied that anyone 
under the control of a hypnotist could 
Le made to commit a crite against his 
will.

sond her to sleep when the snow was 
on the ground, and wake her up in 
the Summer time. She was in this 
esadition for seven months, during 
which time she was only attended by 
| the doctor and nurse, and went about 
doing her ordinary work, secing | no- 
body else. At the end of that time 
she had perfectly recovered. On 
awaking, she thought she had been 
asleep five minutes. Another case 
was that of a Jady living at Tournai, 
near Brussels, who suffered from per- 
sistent headaches. This was a pecu- 
liar case, because it was treated b; 
suggestion at a distance, without di- 
rect contact with the subject. The 
physician wrote a letter to the patient 
and sent it to the doctor who had con- 
sulted him at Tournai, to this effect: 
“Mademoiselle, when you receive this 
letter you will go to slecp for half an 
hour, jand ‘ou will wake up perfectly 
wel This was handed to the lady, 
who got perfectly well.

WOMEN AS SMUGGLERS. | 


How Customs House once Are 
Baffled By Fair Séx. 


“As long as there are women in the 
world there will be smuggling.” 

This was said by a high Custom 
Tlouse official recently when asked 
for his views on the smuggling prob- 
lem, which hss become serious and 
is keeping many men awake nights. 
It explains why citizens” having 
“pulls” are in demand every day in 
the week to help some pretty woman 
in trouble._ 

“Of course we cannot say absolutely 
that it is true, but we beliéve there! 
are many society women of the high- 
cet respectability who’ think it no 
wrong to bring thousands of dollars’ 
worth of wearing apparel, and make 
oath to anything that will get +it 
through the Cusiom House without 
paying duty. 

“There are other women well known 
in the community as dispensers of 
charity, patrons of philanthropic en- 
terprises and institutions, who have 
{friends in the dreasmaking and millin- 
ery business, and having lived abroad 
a year do not hesitate to load their 
trunks with the richest of laces, fab- 
ries and furs for their commercial 
{friends and get them in free. 

A special agent said that in his ex- 
perience the ordinary rules for detect- 
ing violators of the law failed in 
Custom House expesience. 

“It is not the robust, big-cyed, 
queenly woman who brazenly swears 
she has no dutiable goods and yet is 
® smuggler that has mostly contempt 
for the law,’”’ he said. “It is your 
gentle, saintly. Ilcoking woman, who 
beams on you with angelic sweetness 
and assurea you she has nothing duti- 
able, or that she has li abroad 
more than a year; that the ‘fifteen or 
twenty thousand dollars’ wogh of 
wearing apparel in her trunks; the 
laces, the gowns and the jewels, are 
her own personal property and that 
under the*law concerning residence 
abroad she is entitled to free entry 
with her baggare. 

“L have yet to see a woman who will 
not smuggle. H{ opportunity is not 
at hand she will go out of her way 
to find one for beating the Custom 
House. In fact, she thinks it’s the 
right thing to do, and if she has 
nothing dutiable when the time comes 
to pack up she will soon buy some- 
thing, and is never so happy as when 
she has won. 

“We had one case of a society wo- 
f whose husband is a business 

nan of wealth. She managed to 
smuggle over a necklace worth $400,3 

It was composed of many new 
stones, incorporated with the original 
rems, making altogether strings of 
diamonds and pearls enough for half 
h dozen necklaces, The woman could 
not resist showing it to her friends. 
Every proud, vain woman has ene- 
mies. Like other exulting women she 
was no exception. A dear friend blaz- 
ed with: anger when she saw the dis- 
play of wealth, So she wrote 
anonymous letter to the m 
Houes, saying=—If you will_send a 
discrectypfficer to such a residence, in 
such an avenue, you Will find a four 
hundred thousand dollar necklace that 
was smuggled into the country by the 
mistress of the house.” : 

“TI suppose,” said the official, “that 
the Custom House is the only place 
in the world where anonymous letters 
are of any use to anybody. As a rule 
they are fit only. for the waste basket, 
but in the Custom House some of our 
freatest seizures are the. result cf 
anonymous letters. 

“As we knew the lady’s husband 
very well a note was-sent asking him 
to call. He came promptly, and was 
asked if his wife had brought over a 
ae pondred thousand e neck- 
lace wi paying duty. e said 
he did not know. He was asked to 
investigate. On the following day he 
sent a check for the amount due, with 
3 courtéous note, and that ended it.”

Percy Boyne Confesses Murder to the Police—Kickcd 


His Victim to Death - Dragged the Body in Bed- 
room-—Stole Her Jewelery and Ransacked the 
. House—Afterwards Escaped to Buffalo. 





Detroit, Jan. 29.—Percy Boyne, a 
fouth of Woodville, Ont., last night 
confessed to murdering Mrs. Cornelia 
Welch, who was found dead in her 
*101 in this city on Jan. 7. Boyne 
was"arrested in Woodville on Jan. 17, 
and brought to Detroit, where he was 
focked up. Since then the police 
have been giving him sessions in 
the swectbox daily, but it was not un- 
til yesterday afternoon that he show- 
ed any signs of weakening. 

Boyne says he’ beat Mrs. Welch with 
his fist until she was unconscious, 
and then he kicked her on the face 
and head until she was dead. Then 
ke dragged her body into her bed- 
room and tied her hands and feet, 
tore her diamond earrings out of her 
ears, ransacked the house, stole $14 
in money and escaped. 

He went to Buafflo, where he sold 
the earrings, and then went to his 
home in Woodville, where he was 
arrested. 

Although Mrs Welch was murder- 
ed, according to Boyne’s confession. 
on Jan. 3, her body was not found 
until Jan. 7. : 


HUGE MASTIFF ATTACKS BOY. 


Bit Off His Hand and Inflicted Other 
Serious Wounds. 

Quebec, Jan. 29.—In full view of 
perhaps a dozen spectators, a 10-year- 
old boy named Ernest Larose was at- 
tacked and fearfully lnacerated by a 
huge mastiff at the Palais in this city 
about 10 o’clock yesterday morning. 

The unfortunate youth is in a very 
critical state. and at noon was still 
insensible. That he was not killed 
outright was due to the owner of the 
enreged canine rushing to the rescue 
lumself and battering the brute’s 
head with a stick of wood, which he 
took from a sleigh in which he was 
driving, until the dog was rendered 
unconscious. It was ultimately slain. 
The boy, who lay bleeding from 
several serious wounds, one of his 
hands having been completely bitten 
off, was removed to the hospital, 
where the physicians set to work upon 
nim, 

The owner of the dog, who is a 
farmer from one of the lower par- 
ishes, cluimed that the boy made a 
kick at the brute while he was pass- 
ing, and that this provoked the attack.

The af- 
fidevit alleged to have been made by 
Evelyn Nesbitt in) Hummel's office, 
charging Thaw with cruelty and at- 
tempting falsely to place the “blame 
for the Nesbitt girl's downfall upon 
Stanford White, also was admitted by 
Justice Dowling, »nd then the case, 
so far as testimony was concerned, 
was at an end. , 

Mr. Jeronie’s elimination of expert 
testimony from the reButtal case oc 
casioned much talk.” upon his 
assertions of last year that Thaw was 
an incurable paranoiac, rumor had it 
that the prosecution might not be dis- 
pleased with a verdict of not guilty 
on the ground of insanity, with an 
ensuing committal of Harry Thaw to 
the asylum for the criminal insane 
at ‘Mattewan.

In fact, the 
experts for the defence have testified 
that in ‘manic-lepressive’. insanity. 
the diagnosis now applied to Thaw’s 
condition of mind, the patient is very 
"apt to have attacks of increasing fre- 
quency and violence.”

OLD AGE PENSIONS. . 
Law the Canadian Government Pro- 

poses to Enact. 

Dominion Government proposes 
to enact 1 tion at the present ses- 
sion of Parliament providing pensions 
for old age. The purpose of the new 
law is to encourage thrift and saving 
among working-classes of the country 
and to insure the beneficiaries an an- 
naal-income after they have reached 





the age of sixty or sixty-five years suf-- 


ficient to keep them from actual want. 

Spe inet 
Pp bill it_ may in! out 
that for an — Sxetessere of $13, 
beginning at the age of twenty years, 
the beneficiary will become entitled 
after he haa reached the age of sixty, 
fo an annuity of $120 per year there- 
after as long as he Jives. If the an- 
nuitant prefers to wait for his annuity 
until he has reached the age of sixty- 
five years he will then be entitled to 
$200 per annum. ; 

The contributor’s savings ‘will be 
Paid into the loca) postoffices wher- 
ever they may reside. These savings 
will then be given compound interest 
half yearly,’from the Government at 
the rate of 4 per cent. 

A_ Government annuity will not be 
made in favor of any person other 
than the actual annuitant nor for x 
larger amount per annum than $400. 
No annuity will be paid until the 
beneficiary has attained the age of 
sixty years. Where a family is de- 
sirous of assuring itself of more than 
$400 yearly there is nothing to prevent 
an account in her 
own name as well as the husband. 
These Government annuities Will be 
absolutely inaliennble—that is to say. 
they cannot_be capitalized or sold 
to anyone else, ard the law will pro-

Canada Gives Fight-to Regulate 
That Shsuld Be Ours. 





Control of Immigration—No Provision 
Was Inserted In British Treaty— 
Leader of the Opposition Shows 
That Liberal Government Has Fail- 
ed to Protect Canada's Interest 
Against Influx of Orientals. 


Ottawa, Jan. 29.—In a lengthy con: 
tribution to the discussion on .the 
Oriental immigration question, R.-L, 
Borden yesterday afternoon declared 
that the Government had absolutely 
disregarded the warnings of the Sec 
retary of the British colonies to se- 
cure a protocol to the British Japan- 
ese treaty on the lines of Queensland, 
which would retain the contro! of the 
immigration of laborers from Japan. 

Mr. Borden said: The Postmaster- 
General, in giving an account of his 
mission to Japan, had taken occasion 
to justify the good faith-of that Gov- 
ernment, and with his remarks in 
that regard-he was bound to concur. 
The Government of Japan was not 
asked to accompany the treaty with 
any stipulation which would leave. the 
control of the immigration in the 
hands of the Government of the Dom- 
inion. The Government of Canada 
asked Japan to conclude that con- 
vention without reserve, giving full 
liberty to citizens of Japan to enter 
and travel in this country. 

* Mr. Lemieux had spoken of assur- 
ances given by the Government of 
Japan regarding the prohibition of 
emigration, and had declared that the 
tacit understanding on that point had 
been absolutely and freely carried out 
ia good faith by that Government. 
Having regard to the events of the 
past year, Mr. Borden declared that 


? 


in justifying that action of Japan Mr. ! 


Lemieux had condemned the Govern- 
ment. 

Had it.not been for whole-hearted 
support of the British Government 
and British ambassador at Tokio con- 
tinued Mr, Borden, the mission of 
Mr. Lemieux would have been an ab- 
solute failure. This circumstances 
was rather an amusing commentary 
upon the gentlemen who occupied the 
treasury benches,’ who had boasted 
that there had been a departure in 
respect to negotiations of treaties by 
the Government of Canada alone. The 
course of ‘the Postmaster-General was 
the correc} one. Having got this coun- 
try into a serious difficulty he was 
compelled to invoke the assistance of 
the British Government in potting out 
of it, and any success which attended 
his mission was due in a large meas- 
ure to the Home authorities. 

United States’ Wise Policy. 

The United States had reserved the 
tight to control emigration to her 
shores. The British treaty, however,: 
contained no such stipulation, be- 
cause the same difficulty which con- 
fronted the United States in respect 
to the unrestricted immigration of 
Japanese was not present in respect 
to Great Britain. 

Mr. Borden referred to the corre- 
spondence with respect to the ratifi- 
cation to treaty, and showed that 
Canada had,been warned by the Brit- 
i i of the necessity of 
ng, suspending;or pro- 
hibiting the immigration of Japanese. 
It was urged that there should be a 
protocol inserted retaining. control 
over the immigration, similar to, that 
inserted in the United States treaty. 

Mr. Borden proceeded to show that 
in 1844 treaties were negotiated by 
Japan with various, countries, includ- 
ing Great Britain. That treaty did 
not bind the self-governing colonics, 
but by article’ 19 it was~ competent 
for any of them to accede to it. and 
to be bound by its terms. The United 
States reserved ‘to itself the right to 
control the emigration of ‘laborers 
from Japan, bit the British treaty 
contained no such provision, because 
the possible danger which confronted 
the United States did not confront 
Great Britain, aah 

Mr. Borden referred to an order- 
in-council passed by the Conserfative 
Government of that day (on Aug. 3, 
1895), which stated the desire of the 
Canadian Government to insert’ a 
stipulation with regard to iminigra- 
tion similar to that inserted in the 
United States treaty and a further 
definition of word laborer by adding 
the words “including artisans.” , 

Left “Artisans” Out. 

On Feb. 7, 1896, the Japanese Gov- 
crmment acceded to that juest, ex- 
cept so far as the word artisans was 
concerned, and a draft protocal was 
then agreed upon between Britain 
and Japan, embodying terms to which 
Japan would give consent, f 
he Colonial Secretary, continued 
Mr. Borden, had before him the atti- 
tude of this Government in 1895, that 
the C jan Government would re- 
strict Japancse immigration to Can- 
ada, and he had the consent of Japan 
to the'insertion of a protocol con- 
taining an express provision ~restrict- 
ing immigrations, and he addressed a 
despatch to the Governor-General on 
July 14, 1905, pressing upon this. 

On July. 15, 1896, after the change 
of Government, Colonial Secretary 
Chamberlain asked the Canadian Gov- 
ernment if it was willing to adhere 
to a treaty on the terms agreed to b: 
Japan, and Sir Richard Cartw

Several Women Injured During Rush 
Hours at Brooklyn. 

New York, Jpn. 29.—The new 
“through to Manhattan” service on 
the Brooklyn bridge went into morn- 
ing and evening rush-hour’ operation 
for the first time.

Mr. Littleton declared that 
he has been answered only by the 
sneers and insinuations of District 
Attorney Jerome, These sneers and 
insinuations, the advocate asserted, 
were not the competent proof that the 
law required the prosecuting authori- 
ties to produce once the insanity of 
the accused person was brought into 
dispute. He repestedly urged upon 
the jury to remember that in a case 
of this kind the burden of proof is 
wholly upon the State to prove the 
sanity of the defendant bsyornd all 
reasonable doubt.

The 
circumstances of this atrocicus Essex 
murder, for which Read.was execut- 
ed at Chelmsford, are fresh in the 
public recollection In-order to trace 
the murderer, the Southend police 
sought the services‘of a Scotland Yard 
official, and Mr. Leach .was granted 
permission to give the assistance re- 
uired. Part of the evidence against 

ad was the original telegram sent 
by him to his victim, making the 
appointment prior to the murder, 
This was compared’ with the hand- 
riting in the ledgers and books at 
his office in the docks, and was found 
to be the same. Once this clue was 
.obtained the xkilled (detectives were 
not long in bringing the murderer to 
justice. Mr. Leach also-iraced Ben- 
nett, the Yarmouth murderer, who so 
‘brutally did his young, wife to death 
on the seashore. The finger-print de- 
partment at Scotland Yard, which is 
practically an innovation ‘of recent 
years in the’ work of criminal inves- 
tigation, waa under. Mr. Leach’s sne- 
cial supervision, and-it is interesting 
fo recall the fact that owing to a 
slight finger impression upon a cash- 
box two brothers hamed Stratton 
were arrested and convicted for the 
brutal. murder-of an old shopkeeper 
and his wife in Deptford.

SEED IMPURITY. 
Clover Dodder Comes Largely, From - 





-European Grown Seed. =

The dangerous character of dodder_ 


plants as pests of fax and leguminous. ~ 
crops, together with their wile , distri. 


bution, throughout the regions: re , 
have Jong grown these crops, especial- 
ly In Europe, bas caused them to be 
Jooked upon with dread by farmers. 
As a result of its unpopularity seed 
containing dodder {s -practically un- 
salable In’ the domestic trade of most 
of the European countries. It is owing 
to this adverse sentiment in Europe 
regarding der infested and the 
absence in country of a national 
Jaw prohbibitin importation and 
sale of such seed that so much dodder 
is annually distributed throughout the 
United States. 

Dodder, especially os a menace to 
¢lover and alfalfa culture, is becoming 
more and more prevalent throughout 
this country and is everywhere com- 
manding attention from farmers who 
are observant of conditions affecting 
thelr crops. 

Dodder is a parasitic plant depend- 
ent on a host plant for its food. It re- 
produces by means of seeds and from ~- 
pleces of stems permitted to come in 
favorable contact with a suitable host. 
plant. The plant, after becoming es- 
tablished, makes rapid growth, branch-- 
ing repeatedly, {ts branches ultimately

comes very conspicuous and difficult 

to control. 

The dodder plant ts devold of learer: “ 
as well as of roots and usually derold 
of the green color common to other 
plants, Dodder plants are to be distin. 
guished by their slender, threadlike 
stems, which are Icmon sellow, om 
ange or pink. There are several kinds = 
of dodder. 

Climatic -and weather conditions 
strongly Infuence the growth and pro- 
ductiveness of the dodders. Thus 
small seeded alfalfa dodder, so com- — 
mon in the west, appears to be un- 
known In the eastern states, and clo- * 
ver dodder produces so little seed In 
thls country that its seed rarely if 
ever is found In American grown red 
clover seed or alfalfa sced. 

Dodder seeds are a. very common 
impurity of clover, alfalfa and fax- 
seed in the trade. Certain kinds are 
more commonly found in domestic 
than in forelgn seed, while the con- 
trary is true of other kinds, Low 
grade seed Imported from Europe gen- - 
erally contains dodder. 

Dodder seeds can readily be distin- 
guished from crop seeds by a seedsman 


or farmer using a ma; glass. 
Certain kinds of dodder’ see be 
thoroughly cleaned from the grade 


of farm seed. Other kinds cannot be 
wholly separated from the seed which — 
carries them, 

Some dodder seed ts Iikcly to escape - 
removal in fecleaning, and the young 
seeding should therefore be examined 
for dodder plants.. The dodder plants 
should be discovered early and de- 
strosed by removal or burning. Dod- 
der plants should not be alluwed to? 
seed. thereby contaminating the land. 

Hand methods may subdue the dod- 
der plants if they are not too abun- 
dant; otherwise’ plowing under before 
they go to seed,or burning the stand 
if seeds have already ripened wilt be 
necessary, ‘The early crop of clorer- 
or alfalfa preceding the ripening of 
the dodder seeds can safely be used as 
pasturage, for‘solling or In. Saymak- 
ing. The infested stubble should be 
plowed under Immediately.

Ex-Viceroy Makes Startling Statements — Cattle-| 


_Raiding in Ten Counties -Judges Paralyzed —Triai 
by Jury a Farce—Country Worse Than in Dark® 





Days of the Eariy Eighties. 


awadon, Jan. 31.<¢Heated charges of 
cowardice in turning a blind eye to 
the “‘reign of terrorism” in Ireland, in 
order to keep the Nationalists in good 
temper and assure a continuance of 
their sui port in the Commons, were 
launched against the Government in 
the House of Lords yesterday. The 
Marquis of Londonderry, who was 
viceroy of Ireland in 1886-9, led in 
the attack, and so infectious were 
his sentiments that even Lord Lang- 
ford, who has been a representative 
peer of Ireland since 1834, broke his 
silence of 24 years and devoted his 
maiden speech to a recital of his per- 
sonal experiences with cattledriving 
outside his own gates. 

The Marquis of Londonderry* de- 
clared that the present state of Tre- 
land is worse than in the dark days 
of the early eighties, when murder 
and outrage were Tampant, and he 
attributed the conditions entirely to 
the cowardice of the Government 
The: law-breakers, he asserted, had the 
audacity to declare that they had at 
their backs members of the Govern- 
ment, and it was even reported that 
the constabulary had been ordered 
not to come into actual contact with 
them. 

He pointed out that when the Right 
Hon. James Bryce vacated the chief 
secretaryship, Mr. Bryce reported that 
the condition of Ireland was reassur- 
ing, but shortly after Mr. Iirrell’s ad- 
vent, cattle-raiding was inaugurated 
and it had now spread to ten coun- 
ties. The judges were paralyzed in 
the sections subject to coercion by 
the Irish League and trial by jury 
was a farce, out of 237 prisoners tried 
only eight being convicted. Even the 
Government’s own Irish Attorney- 
General had declared that if the pres- 
ent conditions continued anarchy 
vould result. 

The Marquis of Londonderry coa- 
eluded by charging the Government 
with cowardice and with being ter- 
torized by the Nationalists into per- 
mitting a state of things disgraceful 
to any civilized Government. 

Lord Beaucharap, replying “in be- 
half of the Government complained 
of the exaggerated pessirhism of the 
Unionist peers, and resented Lord 
Lansdowne’s comparison between Ire- 
land and Macedonia. He admitted 
thas cattle<driving had increased dur- 
ing the past year, but zaid that this 
was the sole sign of agrarian condi- 
tions becoming worse. The Govern- 
ment deplored the cattle raids, but he 
declared, the country wrs no more 
lawless than during cestain frriods of 
Premicr Balfour’s administration, and. 
following Gerald Balfour’s precedent 
when he was Chief Secretary for Ire-

With six months Parliament and 
heavy Departmental duties, the Cana, 
dian Ministers could not find the leis- 
ure for this higher leadership.

Classmate of King Edvard VII. Diss 

1% a Pauper. 
Once a classmate of King flwacd 
at Oxford, Cliarles Frederick Powell, 
known as “the Melrose hermit, 6 
man of education and refinement, 
who,: made a tramp through remorse 
for = blow he struck his father, has 
been identified at the Melrose hospi- 
tal, where he died a pauper. Identi(- 
cation waa made by Mrs. Barbara 
Lynd of Dorchester, with whom he 
boarded up to two years ago. : 

He was taken to the hospital from 
a piggery, where he. ¥x3 found: ill 
among swine. ‘Pneumonia had him 
in, its grip. afd from it he never ral- 
lied. In life he loathed children, and 
when one of thern approached the 
cave in which he dwelt in Middlesex 
fells he growled and so contorted his 
features that he spread terror among 
all those of ‘the neighborhood. Yet 
but for a child he would have died 
among the hogs, for one of them while 
passing heard his groans and called 
assistance, 

No man was better known by sight 
to the residents of that section of 
Melrose than “the hermit.”". He was 
not, however, known by name to any 
of them. When he died the hospital 
authorities were obliged to do con- 
siderable investigeting before they 
learned who he .was. 

His life story, which he has told 
in fracments té Mrs. Lynd and to 
Mrs. George Beckford of Melrose, was 
na strange as anything found in fie- 
tion. According to what he told them, 
be was born in Plymouth, England, 
fifty-seven years to and in his early 
"fe was surrounded by every com- 
fort and luxury. .He was sent to 
schoo] until he reached) manhood, 
y when he matriculated at Trinity Col- 
j lege, Oxford. The Prince of Wales, 

now King Edward VII. of England, 
| waa a member of his claas at Trinity. 

where he himself sang in the choir 
and often appeared in solos to which 
the young prince wae a listener. 

He did not complete his course at 
Trinity, ho told the women. because 
of trouble he cot into with the school 
authorities, but he later studied at a 
German university, whither he was 
sent by his father, who st that time 
lived in Liverpool, and it was there ! 
that. he finished his education. While 
he was in Germany his father inarried 
a second wife. When he returned to 
his home he and his stepmother had 
a violent quarrel. His father inter- 
fered and took his wife's part. a fact . 
that co enraged the son that he rais- j 
ed his hand to his parent. and_ struck 
a blow which felled him. 

For that act, he often said, he nov- | 
er forgave himself. Hé turned from 
his father’s house, and, going at once 
t» the docks, he took passage to 
America. He never afterward heard | 
from either his father or Ips Hep | 
mother, 

That was twenty-six years ago, and 
when he‘ arrived in this country he 
tried his hand at various oertnstions. 
finally beeoging a sign painter. 

When he lived at the home of Mra, 
Lyn@ in Dorchester he sppeared like 
any other workineman, except that 
when those in the horse came to 
know him they learned that his edu- 
cation was far beyond that possessed 
by many workers. He knew the best 
literature and could’ quote Virgil by 
the hour. He read books in Greek, in 
jerman, in French and in) Hatian.
